By Gilead, underſtand either the City fo called, Foſs. $.

cartying balme from Gilead to Egypt , Gen, 37. 25. andthe 
daughter of Egypt is bidden to fetch balme from Gilead, Her.

Balm ? whilſt there 1s no healing by it) bur alſo poſitively growes 
much worſe, that her phyfick proves her poylon, and &. very 
Balm envenoms her wound ; it 1s a «Im one indeed, and m 
mans eye abſolutely incurable.

cauie in this warrer of weep ga deſire your greater care: bur if 
they be {o crafty, you cannot be roo circumpect. 

2. For our Phyſicians, they are principally our God, and our

us under a longer cure : and the Lord grant it at laſt, For it 
imbicteredneſle of ſpirit againſt God, his grace, tnath, wayes, 
and /ervants, cenmake it, 1 teare me, Englends preſent dilea'ey 
as much as, if not more then any other Nations, 1s grownpeſtt- 
lentially malignant. |

forewhenye lee the finger fivell and rankle,to look a little more 
narrowly, if there beenot' ſome thome or thiſtle in it, which 
before we mindednet, that thuscauſerh and contimuerth thepaine;

2- We heard that Chronicall diteaſes were hardly cured, 
and old ſores heale very flowly, eſpecially in old age, and to- 
wards winter : Anſwerable whereunto are old ſinnes long con- 
tinued in, upon which uſually follow long continued judge- 


- ments, hardly delivered. from. There are but two places in 


Scripture that ſpeak of ſinners ſetled on their lees, and in both 
wee read of their deep ſinking in judgements. 

Doe 1 not here againe touch our ſore? and withall point at 
one cau'e of the ſlow healing of it? we have beene (as wee 
think ) long in ſuffering, bur is it not becaule we have bcene 
longer in inning? We that are already a/molſt our of breath, 
ſhould be quite out of all patience, it God and our Governours 
ſhould be as long in healing of our wounds, as we have been in 
making them ; though in other caſes we know it 15 ordinary, 
that the wound is ſooner made then cured, and the ickneſle 
eaſilier fallen into, then riſen up out of. We that are ſick of 
new faſhions, are ſtark dead, and growne (iiffe in retaining old 
ſinnes. 1 feare me, God is now upon an old reckoning with 
us, he ſpeed us to a good end of it ; for the daughter o Fere- 
»1iahs people, growne old in adulteries, when thereupon grown 
fick of her filthy diſeaſes, died out right before ſhe recovered. 

4- As any old diſeaſes are long in curing, to eſpecially thoſe 
that are hereditary, and ſo become naturall to our tewper and 
conſtitution : the ſonne inherits more often his fathers gour' 
or ſtone, then his lands, and 1s ſooner rid of the one then of the 
other. Aniwerable hereunto is the ſ{inne of our nature, either 
in the generall depravation of it, in our firlt parents ; or in ſome 
more particular veines of it,derived to us from our next Proge- 
nitors. David in ſenſe of that irrecoverable fickneſle of his child, 
aſcendeth to the firſt diſtemper of his nature which occaſioned 
It ; znd the Tewes fo faft ſticking to their forefathers ſinnes, 
brought judgements that clave as taſt ro them, and their poſte- 
rity after them. 

© that in waſhing this day with our teares our ſtill-bleeding 
wounds, we could ( as wee ſhould every day ) Weep Over our 
frtt old tore , acknowledging it to be bed fleth thar is fo ill ro 
heale, 
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heale, and that ſure our blood is tainted, that continnes the 
quartane thus long, and turnes it. into a continued fever. 

And in particular, that we would have ſome recourſe to onr 
next or more remote forefathers ſinnes, which we indeed in- 
- herir more then their eſtates, and in theſe plundering times 
are hardlier pluckt from them, then from their inheritances ; 
accounting it piety towards them to be impious againſt God, 
whileſt we chuſe rather to tread in their ſteps, then to walk 
in his wayes ; their vaine, profane , ſuperſtitious, and ſome- 
times ridiculous cuſtomes and wayes we have beene bome to, 
and brought up in, and therefore can by no meanes endure to 
be pluck from ; which I feare God now vis for, and it may 
be our poſteriry may ſmart for , that the rent may be as deep

Thele and ſuch like particulars in the diſcale may protract the

3. In the ſecond place, the diltempered miſ-carriage of the 
Patient, whilſt under cure, may nor only prorra@t it, but every 
wholly intercept it. And for this, I defire that in our preſent 
ſearch, wee would carefully enquire after this one particular ; 
namely, Whether our not being willing wholly to give up our 
ſelves to our heavenly Phyſicians ordering and ditpoall, for 
our cure, together with the time, way, and meanes of ir, be 
not one chiete cauſe of the longer delay of it. When it came

death enſued ; yet it 15 as true,thata glorious reſurrection ſhortly 
after followed upon it. 

Could we now bee bnr fully meckned under our heavenly 
Fathers hand, be freely willing to be and to doe, to ſuffer and 
to want whatever our God wall ; ſo that our heavenly Phyſi- 
cian may diet us, and our Chirurgeon ar his pleaſure binde us, 
it we were made wuling to abſtaine from what he forbids, and 
to doe and rake whatever he preſcribes, and quietly ſuffer and 
undergoe what in this his lanching and fearing of ns he 1n- 
ficts, without making a ſowre face at a bitter porion : I durſt 
aſſure you in Gods Name, that either no death would follow 
pon 1t, or if the witneſles, wok. ws, ſhould nor yer be flaine, 
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yer that after rhe third day there would follow upon it a like 
appy relurretion. 

I doubt we, that here 1 have wngwems in wicere , my finger 
ONCe againe upon our preſent maledy, 2nd on one maine cauſe 
of the continuance of our miſery. God findes us ( I feare me) 
a5 yet an vnſubdued people , lie the Prophets wilde Bull in 
4 net, as unpacicnt to be bound to our better a by 
theſe cords of alfiition, as we were belore by the ſacred tyes 
of his holy commands. Wee wul doe, and tuſter, and part 
with, as much of our eſtates and comforts , for God and his 
caule, as we think fir, ( 2nd that with many of us is bur litcle, 
with ſome nothing ) but not fo much as hee and it call 
for : our concluſion with our elves is, that wee meane not 
to be ſo bad husbands as Pax! was, to lole all for the gaining 
of Chr, ro be to poore or pure, as we fore-fee he and his 
cawe wull make us, and that wakes us leave both hum and it 
rogether : And from hence, I verely think, in a great 
meakure comes the contmuance of that muſery which we would 
Qorten, if not prevent. | | 

We are not wallmg to lie ſtill whilſt we are cur 2nd lanched, 
and therefore our bleſſed Chirurgeon 1s enforced ro binde us 
yer faſter : we cannot endure to be brought 1o low, as God 
would have us ; and therefore ( it way bee ) he will have us 
yet lower : nor to ſay fo long under his cure, and it may even 
therefore prove the longer : we love our eaſe more then ous 
health ; and therefore may come to be more ſick : nay the cor- 
ruptzon of our wound more then the cleaning of it, ( for old 
corruptions we love, and an holy Reformation we loathe ) and 
therefore may expect yet more ſharp ablterlives : we are fick 
of our phylick, and were not ſo much betore exaſperated 2gain(t 
them that made our wounds, as now againſt them that wou'd 
heale them. Ir was Givies fad complaint of his times, that 
they could endure neither their malady , nor medicine : the 
lame 1s the unhappineſle of ours ; before the Parliament rook 
us in hand, we were ſo ſick, that without care we could not 
uve ; and fince, we are growne fo troward, that wee will nor 
oo cured. Now the good Lord pity us ; but muſt we thus

Beleeve then 
reither of our weras, (for ſo he ſeemes to got on ) but looke over all Ar= 
Crments which tn cnr ſilence doe beſt hold forth the truth, and realitic of 
rhe ee party above the other, Firſt,onTeroroams fede, minde, what kind 
of men flecke ro him, and follow him; hus Army conſiſts of Atheiſticall 
r:flias.s, empty men, men of fort une, ſons of BeJiall : And are ſuch likely 
to maintaine Religion? vert.

Church, a Landintherace, then at the Goale, prel\- 
1127 toward the priſe, then in poſſeſſion of theprile. 
Ot this none can doubt, that hath any acquaintance 
with, firſt, his owne ſoule ; ſecondly,the Scriptures of 
God; thirdly, or our preſent condition: all feale to 
this truth.

Thouwilt 
prepare their heart, putthat ina right frame, and then 
thou wilt delightfully liften ; Cauſe thine eares to heare, 
P[al.10.13, Thisis the ſecond, 
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Or thirdly, we may ſafely ſay, when we cannot de- 
ny our condition tobe as a race, preſſing roward the 
prife, that the cauſe is in man himſelte : v.c doe runne, 
that we may obtaine , yet though we runne, we doe 
not obtaine, we {till arc in a petitioning, uot a poſlef- 
{10g condition, falvation is ftill farre trom our dwel- 
lings, and thatupon one, or both theſe cauſes fol- 
lowing, 


1. The firft Cauſe. 

Becauſe he is not fit; apre-diſpoſedneſle, a ſutable 
temper of heart is neceflary to make him capable, 
Theſe externall generall mercies come not, but ona 
ſubject rightly prepared. A tractableneſle of heart 
mult be a forerunner tothe receit of the benefit : 1f 
you will beleeve it, this is Elias: {obn Baptiſt was Elias, 
whether they would beleeve it, or no; but to them 
he was not ; his Miniſtery would not be effectuall, as 
inthe power, and ſpirit of Elias, without this fore-go- 
ing beliefe: If thor veleeweſ?, (faith Chrift) thou ſhalt 
ſee the power of God : The Poſſe otthat working, which 
evidenceth Gods omnipotency, depends not on man, 
the Eſſe (as it ſeemes) doth: He did not many workes 


there, becauſe of their unbeliefe. Which being cleare, I 


could wiſh both to enedge our endeavours, and to re- 
move out of the way, what yet with-holdeth, that the 
Lord whom we ſecke ſuddenly might come to our 
Land, and Church: That we would all with ſome care 
obſerve, both what this firtednefſe we ſo muchprefle 
15, that opens a way for the deſcent of all purſued blet- 
{ings, as alſo what hinders our attainmenr of the ſame. 

Firft, what this fittedneſfſe pre-required of a Lands 
Inhabitants 
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Inhabitar:ts for the receiving of defired mercies, is, 
we may learne from the ſtory of the Centurion, Luke 
7. 1,c. This Centurion purſued amcrcy he wanted, 


—_ — 


both his friends, and himlelte plead his cauſe before 


Chri't, cither of them bring the beft arguments to 
move they can, and either of them ſuch, as are moſt 
ſurable for them to bring. Theſe arguments briefly 
pored will ſhew us, what qualifications are required to 
make a people capable of the fruition oftheir defires, 
and cheſe, as may be ſeene, are foure, | 

Firſt, a Publique ſpirit. Secondly , a Holy ſpirit. 
Thirdly, an Humble ſpirit. Fourthly, a Beleeving 
fpirit. The two former his friends uſe, rhe two latter 
himſelfe urges: Had he himſelfe urged the tormer, 
being evidenced by ads externall, he might have 
beene taxable of boaſting pride: and the two latter 
being internall qualities of the minde , his friends 
could not know, but ofeachin a word. 

Firſt, a Publike ſpirit : He loves our Nation, one 
that valued the publique above the private, as know- 
ing hisprivate to be included in the publique ; torget- 
ting private injuries, when the caſe of the publique 
comesto be debated. So did Afrates a very old Monk, 
he was injuriouſly expulſed by the Emperour Yatens, 
and being eſpied by the ſaid Yal2zs, as he departed, 
and asked, Whither goeſt thou ? I goe (faid he) to 
pray for thy Empire. This offered wrong cannot fi- 
lence my dutie, I defire thy Empires peace; becauſe 
1 itis the Churches quiet. And againe, not — 
Perſonallpainesin compariſon of the Churches good, 
I loved this Prince, wiz. Theedsſins, fairh Ambroſe, in 
his funerall Oration, becauſe when his ſoule was ready 
to depart irom his body, he had more care of the 
Church, then ofthe dolours of his death, You have 
heard

heard of the noble tact of Phinehas in his zeale tor the 
preventionotthe plague, and obtained to himfelfea 
good reward ; and ot the open courage of AZzariah, 
How precious in his cies were the holy things of God, 
who fearing not the diſpleaſure ot the King, puthis 
lite into his hand ; and with an Eft-er-like reſolve, 
1f Tperiſh, 1 periſh, reſiſted the raſhnefle of that man, 
and for the fame obtained this good report from the 
Pen of the Spirit: He it was that miniſtred in the | 
Prieſts Office in the Houſe of God at Jeruſalem, 
1 Chron. 6. 10. Many Prieſts are in that Genealogje, 
as well as he, all which executed that office as well as 
he : yet ſo eminent was he for this publique act, that 
Godantitles it, and him tor it, as it none haddiſcharg- 
ed their calling but he alone: See the place. Onthe 
contrary, it ftands as abrand,and that of diſgrace too, 
that in that publique forwardneſle that Ezra found in 
the ewes at Babylon, the Ifſue, and poſteritie of Adv 
uikam tor their backwardnefle ſhould be tiled the hin- 
dermoſt; And of the ſonnes of £Adontkam the laft, 
Ezr4a8, 13. Publique ſpirits are pretious ſpirits, for 
as they become inftrumentall helpes to the publique 
good, ſothey make themſelves capable of partaking 
ot the felicitie of Gods choſen : The Centurions love 
of the Nation, got to him love from the Nation, and 
trom the Saviour of the Nations, who thereupon did 
heale his ſervant. 

Secondly, an Holy ſpirit, a religious diſpoſednefle, 
He hath built us a Synagogue; his care is commenda- 
ble, he loves our weltare, & that reaches to the ſoule; 
Gods waics are beſt, to thein he leadesus, he drawes 
us ,hedrivesus. The Synagogue was for inſtruction, 
petition, correction; here as 1na Schoole, they were 
inftructed in Gods Law; here was an Oratory, = 
| | ener 
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therattimes they went up to pray ; and here were of- 
fenders puniſhed, as ſeverall paſſages in the Goſpels 
ſhew : A Synagogue ſerved to better their knows- 
ledge, their devotion, their converſation; this was 
the Centurions care, this devout mans aime ; Chrifts 
{crvants by him were helped ina religious being, and 
his ſervant by Chriſt was helped to a healthtull being, 
He built us a Synagogue. Thus far his triends ſpake. 

Thirdly, an Humble ſpirit , Himſelte goes on, 1 am 
not wortiy that thou ſhouldeF come under my reofe. This 
is humilitie in both the parts, looking upon himſelte, 
his choughtsare meane and modeſt ; on Chriſt, his ap- 
prchenſions are high and glorious ; he thought his 
houſe not worthy ot Chriſt, but ſo he made his ſoule 
a fit habitation tor Chriſt : 1 dwell 12 eternitie, (ſaith 
God) w:th him alſo, that u of an humble and contrite ſþi- 
rit. T'his humilitie made him fit to receive, to receive 
even the ſaving graces of the Spirit, which, as water 
powrced into avellell, reſts not, till come to the bot- 


come, ſo ſettles moſt quietly in the hearts of the hum-. 


ble, 

Fourthly, and laſtly, a Beleeving ſpirit : He that 
comes to God, mult beleeve, that God is, and isa re- 
warder: O God, the great and powerfull, is oft the 
firſt entrance into the Saints prayers ; onely ſpeake the 
word (ſait'i this good man) and my ſervant Jhall live. 
And in this belicte marke how he confines himſelte, 
Thou canft make my ſervant ſound , forall diſeaſes 
are thy ſervants, and thou canſt command them, I 
know that by my ſelte, 7 alſo have ſervants under me, 1 
ſay to one, Go, he goeth,to another, Come, he cometh : Thy 
power 15 not inferiour, ſpeake to the Feaver, Goe, it 
goeth ; to Health,Come, it cometh;tor I beleeve that 


thou art Chriſt the power of God. We ſpeake not - 
D tne 1 
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the degree, we look tor the truth; if it be as a graine 
of Muſtardſeed : The Jewiſh Doctors teach no leſſe, 
by the fianes, that Fiſhes muſt have ; if clezne, they 
underſtand faith, and fay they, It a Fiſh have but one 
finne, itis cleane : Rambar, Beleevein the Lord, and 
thou ſhalr proſper. 

2, Secondly, what the contrary is, that, that unfits, 
holds off mercies, hinders good things from us, makes 
a ſeparation betweene us and our God. Davzd in one 
phraſe, Pſal.10. 4. ſeemes to givea full cauſe thereof, 
The wicked will not ſecke after God. It meanes three 
things that hinder good, according to a threefold

ſignitication ofthe word. 

Firſt, Selfe conceit, The height of his countenance, 
loftie efteeme of himſelte ; God will give grace tothe 
humble , bur ſuch rich lottie ones he ſends emptie 
away. 

Secondly, Eagerneſſe in, and afrer temporals, Lat:- 
tude of his deſire, neither can the eye, or the heart 
minde two things at once : The love of the World, 
and the love of the Word, like two Ballances, cannot 
both aſcend into a mans affection at the ſame time ; If 

- oneariſe, the other ſettles; and ſo the contrary. The 
Phariſees I:ughedat Chrifts preaching, becauſe they 
were Covetous, faith theEvangelift. 

Thirdly, Hatred of Gods people, Greatneſſe of hs 
axzer, thoſe that eat up Gods people, as they eat up 
bread, will not call upon God; look upon hearts thus 
wrong byafled, and conclude, that neither they, nor 
any for them ſhall ſee good. 


2. Theſecond Cauſe. 
| That they may practiſe this needfull dutie of wait- 
ing ; God will have his waite ; He expeRs it, and m 
| Wor 
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Word oft prefleth it : Neither is the good mans 
prayer alwaies ſuddenly granted ; Nor the good Gods 

romiſe alwaies ſpeedily performed, but the one and 
the other withheld, topur us to waite, that ſo we may 
be blefled : Blefſed are all thoſe that waite tor him. In 
ſuch a purſuit then of aprayers ſuccefle, anda pro- 
miſes accompliſhment, (though God ſhould hold his 
long in ſuſpence) take we heed of daſhing our ſelves 
upon falſe concluſions, or making wrong inferences 
from the ſame, which we may eafily doe, thus , Have 
1apromile, or a precept to juftifie the cauſe ; a dire- 
ion or an example to warrant my purſuite : And yet 
i not the hurt of the dauzhter of my people healed ? Surely 
then, either God is not pleaſed with the courſes we 
take, or mindes not the Cauſe we maintaine, or hath 


not choſen the Agents weuſe. I ſay, in ſuch a caſe, be 


warned , thou canſt not infer any of theſe: For grant, 
that Harveft is paſſed, and Summer neere ended, yet 


we not ſaved; notwithſtanding, thou neither canft, 


nor mayeſt lay : 

God dillikes the meanes we uſe, he is full of our 
prayers, and taſtings, our teares, and dayes of humili- 
ationarean abomination to him, he requires not theſe 
thingsat our hands. For, the very wayes and meanes 
that God hath commanded and appointed his to 
walkein, touſe, may ſometime not ſpeed: Yrim and 
Thummim were meanes of Gods owne inſtitution, by 
which he was to be inquired of, to which he had both 
by word,and prattiſe ingaged himſelte; Dreames were 
in thole dayes almoſt the ordinary wayes, by which 
God revealed himſelte to his children the Prophets ; 
yet King Saul in an exigency addrefling himſelte to 
the one, and expecting direction from the other, 
tound ſuccefle in neither : Saul inquired of the Lord, 
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but he anſwered him not neither by Dreames, Vrim, 


in danger, yethe flcepeth : This worke, we uphold ; 
he regards not, he ſces not, he cares not tor. This 
may not be, tor by this delay, 

God corrects our dulne{!cin the proſecution, fome- 
times even lively Chriſtians ſettle ro adarke and dull 
condition, as if ſpiritually dead, Lam.3.6. then though 
they cry and pray, yet God ſhuts out their prayer,v. 8, 
until they return: even ſo perhaps it is now; our hearts 
are dampe,ourprayers dull,our humiliations tormall 
they want ſpirit, they want lite, and God with tree 
mercy onely ſatisfies every living thing, ?/xl. 745. 16, 

Or ſecondly, God by this delay diicovers fon 
falſe hearts, faithlefle perſons, treacn-rov: ſinners, 
whom he will not have ro taftc of the von whith he 
hath laid up in ſtore tor them that tear - /1im, to: chote 
that truſt in him before the ſonnes or men, 7/431, 31, 
Iſrael muft wander in the wildernefic, and be ia pur- 
ſuir, not fruition of the Land of Caz4z tortie Har 
veſts, and tortie Sutnmers, till all chat murmuring ge- 
ncration were deitroyed : The ſounes of the hand- 
maid mult not be 1heritors with t!:c fonnes of rhe 
free woman. My ſervants (faith God) fhalleate, but 
you ſhall be hungry ; Behold, my ſervants ſhall drinke, 
bur you ſhall be thiriiy ; behold, my ſervants ſhall re- 


Joyce, but you ſhall be aſhamed ; behold my ſervants 


ſhallſing, but you ſhll cry, &c, 1/a. 65. 12. 
Orlaitly,he chattiſeth our ſelte-dependance, God 
ftayes to unbottome us, and todrive us from our own 
Rrength, to make us {it looſe from all things,but him- 
ſelte: Weazre aptto looke to our religion, or to our 


ſtrength ; 
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;ngreat {ccurity;W hy? is thata fault ? No,but that arc 
ar reſt * in, or becauſe of $707: S/on was the hil,on which 
the Temple was built ; the Temple the place, where 
the ſacrifices, and religious aCtions were performed ; 
woe touch, thatpromiſe reſt to theinſelves tor them, 
ad that truſt in che mountaine of Sexzaria, 1Nn the 
ſtrength ofthe cr-ature, wit of man, legges of horle, 
Forts, Fortifications, multitude of Armies, defence 
of Tow:r:, Caltles, orthelike; Why, who doth ſo? 
W ho !:!] naturali men, theſe are their onely rocks, 

nd refuges , cirhertheirexternall power, or theirex- 
'ternall piety muſt kelpe, or they are loſt; theſe are 


called and are the chiete of the Nations : But I hope py 
Gods people looke higher : They doe, yet the adviſe p13 : 


is not unſeaſonable even in reſpect of them : There is 
aninclination, a hanckeringevenin ſanctified hearts 


atter theſe tottering ſupports, 79 which the houſe of 


Iſrael alſo come, even they ſometime looke to their 
performance,and outward probabilities ; thus making 
over-much haſt againſt the nature of faith, whereas 
the be(t, the onely way is ſilently to waite for that fal- 
vation, that time, manner, meanes of ſalvation, which 
the Lord willbring : Lam. 3.26. 

Neither mayeft thou fay,God diſ-reſpects the per- 
ſons that at: Grant, tha! God hath ſuffered them to 
be foiled, yet belceve himin what he fayes, (and ſure- 
Iy,he knows his own affections beſt) They ſhall be as if 7 
had not caſt them off, Zech. 10. 6. in the ſame reſpect, 
and value as betore, nay pe: haps more;for thus : 


Firſt, he prepares them to receive a mercy with 


{weetneſſe : Hoiv triumphantly in the perſon of the 
Church did Deborah celebrate 7ſraels deliverance 
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rength, to our dutics, or to our other doings ; God 
hunts us iromall.Wo,ſaith he,to thoſe thatare at ref, am«s 6. 
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trom 14bins hard prefſures! O my ſoule , thou haſt 
rrodden downe ſtrength, 1udg. 5.21. So comfortable 
are gleames of peace, after ſtormes ot warre, that we 
ſhall with David, all make an acclamation, Pleſſe the 
Lord, O my ſoule, and all that is within me pra'ſe his holy 
Name. 

Secondly ,- thus he evidenceth his owvne way of 
walking, his uſuall courſe: The viſion is yet tor an ap- 
pointedtime ; expect not the performance ſuddenly, 
tor the time thereof is not yet: Hab.2.3, Yetqueſtion 
not the iſſue, torat the laſt it ſhall ſpeake, and not lie, 
chough it linger, and (as we preach now) keep us long 
in purſuit, yet waite for it, forit will come ; it will 
come, and will nor faile. | 

Thirdly, He makes by this courſe our condition 
exemplar, thatthe next, oran after age (in cafe they 
ſhould be dealt with thus)might be retreſhed with this 
of ours, as their inſtance ; for many things fall upon 
the Church and people of God for example : Chrifts 
ſufferings (beſides their maine) had this in them, to 
be a patterne forus to conſider of, leſt we ſhould be 
wearied, and faint in our mindes, Heb. 12. 3. and Pſal. 
11c. the laſt ; He, (viz. Chriſt) ſhall drinke of the 
brooke of miſery, and trouble, in the way, that he 
walked hcre: Theretore by that hisexampte he ſhall 
litt up a head, ſupport many a ſinking ſpirit; and to 
this end he dranke thereof.

ftored up in the blefled treaſury of the promiſes, held 


forth tous in that booke ; Bur particularly, The ha- 
ving of Gods wayes in their puritie , rightly hath the 
higheft place in ourdeſires, endeavours, and purſuit. 
To this labour we are excited, by Command, by 
Type, by Story. | Re 

By Command, Tojh. 22. 19. If the land of your poſ- 
ſeſſions be uncleane ; Canaan was the type of the 
Church; if the way of ſerving God among you be 
corrupt, be mixt; Then paſle you over to the land of 
the 1aheritance of the Lord , where the Tabernacle 
abides, and ſettle your (elves there, ſeeke to the cleare 
fountaine of living water; Come out my people from 
Babyloniſh mixtures , and doe what you may to dwell 
inthe Lordsland, there the rivers cleare as Cryſtall 
flow from the throne of God, and of the Lambe. 

By Type, Levt. 14. 34, &c. How jealous ought we 
to be of every the leaſt contagion , the appearance of 
defilement in Gods houſes ! It there be but as the 
plagueof Leprohie , conſult about it: If any additio- 
nals to Gods wayes prove ſuſpitious , proceed thus, 

1. As they with this houſe, ſcraper, andcarry the 
filth away into an uncleane place: fo did they with our 
worſhip and government inthe dayes of Ew. the fixt. 

2. It it ſtill abide and ſpread, pullout thoſe tones, 
that ſeeme to be infectious: ſo they did in Queene E1i- 
zabeth herdayes, labouring a ſecond time ina farther 
degree of Reformation,

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3. If it tillappeare uncured , Down withit, down 
with it to the-toundation, fticke and ſtone, top and 
bottome, roofe and fides : and foraſmuch as this is our 
caſe now , our formalities , and Government in the. 
whole Hierarchy, is become a tretting Gaygrene, a 
ſpreading Leprofie, an inſuppottable tyranny, up with 
it, upwith.it to the bottome , root and branch , hip 


and thigh, deſtroy theſe Amalekites , and let their 


place beno more found. I meane not the perſons, but 
the pride, and power, and offices of the whole rabble, 

By Story, 2 King. 2. 19. The men of lerichocom- 
plained of the bitterneſle of their waters, which made 
the carth of that good land barren. What then may 
we ſay? Ourlandis good, ourlotis tallen into aplea- 
fant place: but ohthe waters , the waters, the waters 
of the Sanctuary are or have been ſo bitter , that they 
have made our whole land in rc{pet of the know- 
ledge of the Lord, like a barren wildernefſe! We have 
cried, ard complained; and will not, ought not ceaſe, 
till you have ſeaſoned the tountaines, the heads, that 
ſo the ſprings may run cleare | This 1s the condition 
wedoe and muſt purſue ; In this we ſtrive, we labour, 
we reſt nor, till our decayed palaces be repaired. 

How are the ſpirits of theſe purſuers kept from fink- 
vg 2 By what meanes ſh2ll w: beare up againſt all evi- 
dent improbabilities, and dangerous difhculties that 
ariſe > 1 ſpeake of ſuch diſcouraging doubts, as may 
trouble the inward peace of intelligent obſervers. 
Andin this we will looke both wayes, both on thedit- 
ficulties, that may make us queſtion, and on the helps 
that may make teaſible, the Iſſue, 
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* 1. The Greunds and particular diſcouragements, 
ihat make the Loyds arents even deſpaire 
almoſt of ſeeing good, 

T heſe doubts, or the ground of them, that make us 
conclude with the Churchin Lamentations,not onely 
my ftrength, but even my hope 1s periſhed from the 
Lord, itis not poſſible , that we ſhould ever ſecany 
good, I finde them { or at leaft fo many of them as 
now 1 ſhall ſpeake of ) exemplified unto us in the 
words of David, Pſal. 85.1,2, 3. For my endeavour 
now, as my praCtiſe alwayes, is to hold out nothing to 
you for inftruCtion; bur what the bleſſed word of 
- truth, aperte<t rule hath held out to mein obſerva- 
tion: Particularly you may behold this experienced 
man of God, skiltull in ſoul-ſecrets, and of admirable 
acquaintance with Gods purpoſes, faftning his 
thoughts upon theſe foure things. 

W hat prevalency in histime, or before, he had ob- 
ſerved, his land, and people had had with God ; for 
hereupon his tioughts and hopes would reſpectively 
riſe, and fall, Now, faith he, I have good incourage- 
ments; for, Lord , thou haft been mercitull to thy 
Land ; to give deliverance to us according to our de- 
fires is nonew thing, we have had inſtances thereof. 
Now ( Honuurable, and beloved) that which was in- 
couraging to Davzd, is diſcouraging to many a hum- 
ble ſpirit here. The not prevailing of Gods ſuppli- 
ants, many excelleat ones for pietie and zeale , who 
all their dayes conteſting againſt the drofle and rot- 
tennefſe, which they obſcrved to beeither let in , or 
brought in, into the Lords houſe , did yet not liveto 


{ce thoſe dayesof peace aud puritie, which we hope, at 
E leaſt 
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leaſt purſ:e to ſee. Our fathers, faith Davia, Pſa!.22.4, 
trufted in thee, they truſted in thee, and were delive- 
red ; our fathers, ſay we, men of eminencyand age in 
Chriſt Jeſs, prayed unto thee, they prayed unto thee 
and were not heard, inthethiog they prayed unto thee 
tor. In our younger times, and, tender Feares, matiy 
of us have been acquainted wich divers holy ones, 
whole continuall prayers , daily ftrivivge, and heartie 
deſires were to injoy God 1n the puricte of his wayes, 
libertie of his ordinances and the hike , yet tiey are all 
tallen atlcepe , gone to their long hoines, dyed in the 
mid way, before they arrived at the haven where they 
would have been. And are we bctter then they, that 
we ſhould thinke to gaine tl at, of which they tailed? 
Let me Ipray you ſpeake treely the thoughts of many 
a poore {oule, who upon this very ground hath almoſt 
been plunged trom doubting intodeſpaire , Such and 
{ucha one, a godly Miniſter , an old diſciple , a man a- 
ged in Chritt did long ttnce ( as I now.) defire to ſee 
Chrifts day , but covld not ſee it, but having givena 
good teſtimony of their faith in him dyed, not having 
obtained the promiſe, 77.5, 11. 39. Its pollible then, 
Day more then probable, that I ſhall alſo come ſhort of 
ever ſeeing this glory dwelling in our Land : This ſay- 
ng, theſe thoughts may be true, and though true, yet 
letno mans heart faile him. Oh ſayeſt thou ; How if 
I ſhould dye, betore 1 ſee peace upon 1ſrael , comforts 
on England 2 Dye! what then * whatthen®? Ler not 
this thought deject any. But conſider, 

It thouſhouldR, ic is noprejudice to thy everlaſting 
being, thou ſhalt not have one ſeat lower in heaven for 
it, Heb. 11.16. The old Patriarches ſought a countrey, 
bur they came totheir graves before they came tor,

It is in the meane ſpice, helptull to thy ſpirituall 
being. Theſe throughthe exerciſe of their faith, pur- 
fuing the truition of a promiſe wrought righteou!- 
nefſe, verſ. 33. and ſo inſome ſort obtained the pro- 
miſe, the truit of righteouſnefle being holinefle, Row, 
6. the recompence of the Command ,being the Com- 
mand, fay thy, Jews.theimſelves.

of it, as athing unuſuall ; Lord thou haft brought back 
the captivitie'of acob. By the way note for the under- 
ſtandivg of this, and ſeverall other Scriptures, that 
the Church and people of God have ſeverall titles, 
according to their condition, every appellation de- 
noting a feverall ſtate: In their Infancy, and weake 
eitate, they are called 7acob : In mansage, and {trong 
growth 1/-icl ; Ephraim 1s a word that intimateth 
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back-ſliding , yet with an eye to returning, and 1/4; 
( for once or twice the Curchis called fo) arguerh 
remporall joy, and plentie, here Dav/d ſpeaks of the 
Church, as a 7acov, an infant, and reſpectively looks 
upon delivery,asan extraordinary thing: And what are 
we? our walkings, our duties, our prayers , our Sab- 
baths, our graces , hearts, tho!ghts, tongue , every 
thing ſay, weare yet but babes , and can the Lord be 
mercitull ro ſuch > Had we lived inthe dayes of ſuch, 
or had we the hearts of ſuch? what humilitie , what 
bolinefſe ruled then? what mortification , heavenly 
mindedneſſe ſhines inthem? but withus it 1s not ſo, 
and will the Lord bring backe the caprivitie of ſach 
poore ſoules! Ideny not, this may dilcouraye, bur it 
ſhould not, for the burnt oftering of the Turtle was a 
ſavour of reſt , as well as of the Oxe.

Thecommon ins of the time, I could neyer have 
looked for mercy , but that thou oh Lord haſt forgj- 
ven the finnesof thy people, verſ.

Haman, In three particulars, have the enemies of 
truth removed our happineſle from our fruition, toa 
very great diſtance, 


1. 1s the corruption of Gods wayes, 
2. Inthe deſtruition of Gods Agents. 
3. Inthe diſturbance of our Kingdome. 


I. In the corruption of Gods waies, 

Theſe enemies of God and truth endevoured the 
hurt of us in our moſt precious things, and as if they 
had intended to thruft us under the diſpleaſure of the 
Almightie, they mingled that which ſhould be our 
appointed food, with gall,and venome ; they became 
Sh that were corrupters, /ſa.1.4. They had ba- 
niſhed puritie, and in its roome introduced toolerie , 
cheating us of our bread, they gave usa ſtone; taking 
from us the weightic things of the law, they leftus the 
ſhell: They had driven the exerciſe of the gift of 
Prayer quite fromour Church, and Preaching was ina 
faire way to bee thruft after it; and in roome of 
both gave us nothing, or that indeed which was worſe 
then nothing. A horrible finne equalized by God 
himſelfe tomurder : He that ſhall kill that in his Tent, 
which ſhould be ſlain at the doore of the Tabernacle, 
hath ſhed blood, blood ſhall be imputed to him : Le- 
Vit. 17.4. Godis the ſame, the worſhip is more pre- 
cious, and of it is God more jealous ; the corrupters 
ſinne cannot beleſſe : But of this removed mercy by 
this corruption of Gods worſhip note two things : 
Firft, the nature of the finne. Secondly, the meanes 
of its introduction. 

Firſt, the nature ofthis ſinne, ſo forced upon us of

3- By theſe their doings, they brought the Ordi- 
nances of God into contempr, ver/. 17, men abhorred 
the offcring of the Lord. And what efteeme others 
brought to the offerings of God, will be ſeene, if ap- 
peale be made to the conſciences of (uch, as chole ra- 
ther to fiye, todie, then to be partakers with themin 
their follies. 

4+ And for themſelves, they grew prodigiouſly 
prophane, either in aCtuall naughrineſle, as werſ, 22.1f 
that be ſo to be taken; or elſe very Atheiſts, regard- 

Rabb. omnes. lefle of their places, and duties, caufing the womento 
lye all night at the doore of the Temple, before they 
could have their ſacrifices offered. And for vur ſonnes 
of El, asof their pious, and blamelefſe behaviours,

cient teſtimonies. This is the nature of the ſane, 

2. But forthe meanes of its introduction, and how 
they went about to eltabliſh theſe vanities, that is 
the thing ; whether they traced the politique rules 
ot any wily, and wicked Jeſuit, I cannot ſay, nor gaine- 
fay: this Ican; That itthey ſet 7cr050amm betore them, 
 asa marke towalke by, I never obſerved a more ex- 
att imitation. I defire, as others have done, ſome- 
ching to diſcover the ſubtiltie, that we might the 
more abhorre the ſinne ; ſuppoſe then, that one were 
in a ſecret kinde of way to bring in Romiſh Idolatry 
into this Land, ſurely ſetting ercboam and his courſes 
before his eyes, he could walke bur thus. 

Firſt, 1ergboam deſired not to turnallthe Temples, 
and Synagogues in his dominions into high places for 
his Idols : No, he would onely have one place; he 
built a houſe of high places, one ſatisfied him : Nei- 
ther did his followers ſo much as defire, that the Idoll 
Maſle, or Romiſh ſervice ſhould have free paſlage in 
all places at firſt ; or that this Gangrene ſhould oyer- 
ſpread the face of the Land in one yeere: He is con- 
_ tent, it one, one alone be this Harveſt, or this Summer 
ſet apart for ſuch an uſe. 

Secondly, leroboam admitted of the ends, the baſeft 
of the people to be made Prieſts ; none ſo meane, but 
good encugh to be a facrificer to his Idol. And what 
kinde of 1:14 ſts have of late beene admitted moſt uſu- 
ally, our Land to its woe doth feele. A Generation 
of prophetsate they, whom their Maſters thought fit= 
teft to ſerve their owke ends, in their Preachings, 
Printings, and PraCtifes ; aiming at "_— but that 
theſe great Arch-pricſts __ beare rule by their 
meanes, TheſEarc the men that have made theſe de- 
F 3 {olations 
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ſolations inour Kingdome : Borne for no other ends, 
bur to flatter greatneſſe, and to feed themſelves : 
Theirnumber, their qualities, their carriages : Their 
ſpitefull words, malignant plots, and venomous beha- 
viours ; the Committee for ſcandalous Miniſters, the 
places of their confinement about the Citie, and the 
other Army can beſt teſtifie : Nay, (if report lyenot) 
ſome of the modeſter, and wiſer Officers on the con- 
crary fide, have expreſſed a deteftation of the baſe 
Clergie, that hang upon them, and not without caule , 
They equalizing, it not exceeding the worſt of the 
common ſouldiers in rudenefle, incivility, rage, and 
irreligion, 

Thirdly , 1eroboam would not, no, he would not 
meddle with the ſubſtance of Religion, not he; onely, 
ſomecircumſtances, he thought not ſo decent, as he 
himſelfe could orderthem ; the time oftheirſolemne 
Feaſts fell not out ata convenient ſeaſon, orelſe they 
had not feſtivals enough, by divine inſtiturion ; he 
muſt have one Holy day more, one feftivall more, a 
ſelemne Feaftin the eight moneth, he thought might. 
much advance devotion;but it was in a moneth, which 
he had feigned * out ofhis owne heart, * and that ſu- 
-—— y beyond either warrant, or need * : Ours 

ave dealt even ſo; they are Proteſtants, they, you 
muſt not ſuſpe& chem ; Popery they deteſt, as much 
as ay reformers in the Land : But onely they would 
have ſome more reverence in the outward worſhip of 
God: The reformed Religion in its ſolemniries was 
too naked, too plaine : The Communion Table ftood 
like a kitchindrefſer- bord, it muſt be advanced to the 
upper end, that none might fit above God Almighty. 
It muſt be railedin , it muft have ſome reſpe&tſhewed 
toit: Holy daies, the Saints Feftivals muſt be m__ with 
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ſome ſtritnefſe, and in liew of them, you ſhall have 
liberty on the Lords dayes to play, game, andrevell, 
and to do whit you pleaſe :' this ſuperfluous devori. 
on openeda widetn-let to Popery, and by prevailing 
| inthis, they gained many points in the Compaſſe of 
theirintentions. On 
Fourthly, 1eroboam would put no more upon others, 
nor exa&t morefrom others, then he would doe him- 
ſelfe : He offered, ſaith the Text: A':d the moſt for- 
ward in ſubmitting to, and aQting of, theſe foremen. 
tioned deviſes, were thoſe reverend Sages of our 
Land, who by their proſtituted gravities to theſe im- 
oſed vanities endeavoured to get reſpect. , 
Fitthly, 1er0boamm above all . ng had a watchfull 
eye tothoſe Congregations, that were the eyes ofthe 
Kingdome ; carefully heeding that no Prieſts, but 
thoſe of his own conſecrating ſhould be ſettled there, 
he placed in Bethel, the Priefts of the high places, 
which he had made;that Town above all muſt be pro. 
vided forby them, to _ an imitation of this miſ- 
chievous patterne withus ; the evidence is ready,into 
ſome ſmall livings in Countrey villages, eels a 
man of paines _ piety might be admitted : But what 
kinde of men were ordinarily ſeated in our Cathe- 
drals? inagreat part of late become the neſt of idle 
drones, and the rooting place of ſuperſtitious forma- 
liſts: yea, ſome of them made the ſhelter of ſuch in- 
ſufficients, that had not great friends, and afull purſe 
become preventives, they might have beene ranked, 
without wrong tothem, in the forme with the loweſt 
of the people. But how was this honorable andfa- 
mous Citie of London furniſhed > even juſt as leroboams 
furniſhed Bethel, with the worſt, the idleft, the moſt 


ſuperſtitious ofall the reſt. Ifthe NI 
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ſince this renowned Parliament have either for their 


Popiſhneſle, and vitioaſneflc been expelled, and cen- 
ſured: or that out of ſelfe guiltinefle, for feare have 
fled, or reſigned ; together with ſome others, that as 
yetlye hid unmedled with, or but now 1n agitation, 
were recorded : the number would be conſiderable, 
this I heard reckoned, that in one ſtreet, not one Mi- 


" Niſter in ſeven or eight Churches immediately ad- 


joyning, was able to ſtand Parliament proote, A piece 
of helliſh policy , thus to darken the Eye: for if the 
eyebedarke, how great is that darknefle 2 the body 
can have no light. | 

Sixthly , and laftly, to make a'l paſſe the more 
ſmoothly, The people, they muſt be Courted, they 
mutt be pleaſed, they mult have ſome favourſhewne, 
to winne them to ſwallow downeinſenftbly this accur- 
ſeddeviſe: leroboam made afeaſt tothe people, that 
ſohe might ingratiate himſelie with them: And our 
good people muit not be reftrained ; Libertie for re- 
Creations muſt be granted ; A booke of Sports pub- 
liſhed, to make them conceive themſelves happy, as 
living under ſuch caretull Paſtors : for if they tooke 
care tor their playes, and ſports, ſurely, they would 
much more take cate for their liberties and perſons: 
and moſt of all for their ſoules, and conſciences. Thus 
have we ſecne 1ſraels Ieroboam, and Englands Prelates 
ſoalike in their atmes, and waies, theirdeſignes, and 
courſes, that I can ſee no wrong done them, it, asthe 
Scripture to this day of him, ſo even to the laſt day of 
them, it may, whenſoever they are mentioned , be 
ſaid, and adjoyned as a jultly deſerved, and therefore 
an undivided title : The Prelates , that made England 
to ſrwne, 
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In the deſtruttion of Gods Agents. 


The firſt particular, wherein our malicious enemies 
have ſet our ſalvation from usat a great diftance, be- 
ing paſt ; The ſecond follows ; They made our falya- 
tion remote alſo, in the deftruction of Gods agents, 
the righteous of the people, whoare the bleſſings of 


the land ;, The righteous man 1s the prep of the world, oTy 19 


ſaith Salomon, Prov. 10.25. Salvation, faith Iſai. Chap, 
26. 1,2. will God appoint for wals,and bulwarks : How 
may this be ? why, _ the gates, that the righteous 
nation, that keepeth the truth , may enter in: yet 
theſe pretious ones, of whom the world is not wor- 
thy, by theſe ſonnes of Belial, were held not worthy 
of the world, or any part therein, earth, and aire, 
and ſuch common comforts the interefts of all living 
was denied them : Their practiſe , and malice this 
way is too apparent, it need not ſtay us, and their dam- 
nation ſleepes nor, it will not flay long. God, and his 
juſt judgements ſhall hunt theſe evill men todeftruQi- 
on ; A conſumption decreed againſt them ſhall over- 
flow with righteouſneſle juſtly proportionable to eve- 
ry eye, againft ſuch will God awake to thejudgement, 
that he hath commanded, and bring upon them, that 
which he hath written, Nay,let me ſpeake anadmira- 
ble thing, tothele terrible ones, and that no more then 
what the mouth of the Lord hath ſpoken, that when 
their inſatiable ambition hath put them upon all turi- 


ous wayes, ſo that they ſhall by ſtrength, and force 


ſtrive to prevent their fall: yet this their doome a- 
bides them , they ſhall never have the honour todie 
a ſouldiers death; They ſhall die with the mightie, 
that fall, and goe downe to hell or the grave, by wea- 
pops of warre with their ſwords under their heads ,

For their death, it ſhall be ignomini- 
ous and baſe, Their in1quitie ſhall be upon their bones, 
for ſome capitall crime they ſhall che by the hand of 
the executioner, and for the cule, this is all, becauſe 
they have been the terrour of the mightie tm theland 
of the living, Ezek, 32.26, 27. W hat are thele things

3. In thediſturbance of the Kingdome, 


They have thirdly, and laſtly, removed our ſalvati- 
onfrom us in the difturbance of the Kingdome ; By 
reaſon of our. preſent troubles, we are farce trom 
peace, ſome have loft their lives, ſome theirliberties, 
ſome of usoureftates, all of us our ſecuritic , manya 
childe hath loſt a father that ſhould have bred hia1, his 
happineſle is farre diſtant, many a man his limbes; 
his healthis as farre : 1n one countrey the fruits of the 
earth are ſpoiled, in another townes conſumed, death 
and deſolation hath all. Two wayes onely are left in 
which we purſue our defired ends, compoſition, and 
conqueſt, the one is ſhut againft us by the feares of an 
openenemy, the other by the falſcnefle of an hidden 
iriend, and why ſhould [ not ſtill complaine ? fo thatif 
anyfay, Why cry you out of violence and wrong ? we 
reply, Isthere not a cauie ? you have ftolne away our 
King, how is it then that youſay, What aileth thee ? 


* 2. The ſecondatt of wickedneſſt, retard- 
mg our purſuit. 


Secondly, Weconteft __ the foreſaid enemy 
and evill man fordulling and damping , clogging and 
retarding usin the purſuit of this too tar diftant falva- 


tion s 
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tion; and this he doth by a threetold cngine. 

1. By corrupting: the judgements ot ſome; all is 
not gold that gliſters, nor all right,that appeare on the 
right fide. And ſuchas deale wickedly with the Co- 
venant, may eaſily be corrupted with flatteries,forthe 
people onely that know the Lord ſhal be valiant, faich- 
tull, and doe exploits, Day. 11. 32. Thennſound are 
quickly ſeduced, and men of weake underſtandings 
much puzled with the ſpecious name of a King , aud 
ſtrange miſapplication of ſome Scriptures , as it they 
had been particularly written for Evgland. 

2. By diſheartning the reſolves ot others, ftrength- 
ning their owne parties , by all the wayes they poſſibly 
can finde our, both falſe, and feigned ; one while a feri- 
ous Proteſtation ſhall put a faire tace upon the deſign, 
another while a weekly Mercurizs ſhall magnifie with 
hispen, ſome ſmall exploit of the Pike, or none; nay 
that which is worſt of all, Gods moft reverend name 
15called to atteſt to mansdevice, dayes of praiſe are 
celebrated, and ſolemne mectingsappointed,and kept 
tor mercies neverreceived, for victories never gain- 
ed, for diſcovery, and prevention of treaſfons plotted, 
and prevented in one and the ſame imagination, a vice 
the Church of old laid to heart, Oh ſaith ſhe, this cuts 
me, they makea noiſe, (marke her phraſe ) make a 
noiſe, ( ſhe gives it no better a title,) inthe houſe of 
God, as in thediy of aſolemne Aſſembly, Lam. 2.7. 

By hindering the practiſes of all, by ſeverall cor. 
rupt courſes, nor yotingright, or betraying the truſt 
committed tothem by diſcovering intentions , flug- 
ging dcfiynes, by ſecret complyances, ſtartingimpe- 
diments; twentie , andtwiſe twentie, are the fintull 
devices of the men of this generation tocroſle, and 


confound the working zealc of publique ſpirits,

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thus are our hearts caſt down , withinus, But why art 
thou caſt down,ohdejected heart? and why is thy ſoul 
troubled within thee? for marke, 

Thou canft not , for all thy great troubles , I ſay, 
thou canſt not ſay, as they in the cauſe of Iſrael, God 
hath continued in his diſpleaſure theſe 7o yeeres, Zech. 
I. 12, Nay, nor 70 moneths, nay, nor 70 weekes, few, 
though very evill, have the dayes of our diſtrefles 
been, neither have weattained to the age, andqura- 
tion of our fathers troubles, 

God hath laid down aprinciple, on which his peo- 
ple may ſtay themſelves, and reſt, That he will not 
ſtrive torever, neither will he be wroth continually, 
Iſa. 57.16. He willnotbe wrothto victory, the word 
imports ſo, God will not be angry to ſuch a highde- 
gree, asthat his wrath ſhall ger the upper hand: for 
two thingsalwayes ftand up againſt his diſpleaſure,nei- 
ther ſhall ir ſubdue them; to wit, his attribute of 
mercy,and his childrens prayer : of the former ſpeaks 
the Apoftle, /az2.2. 13. Mercy rejoyceth againft judg- 
ment ; of the latter ſpeaks Hoſea, Chap. 11. ult. Indah 
yet rules with God, that is, by the power of prayer. 

3. Hehathaſcertained vs, that the troubles,and tri- 
als, which he ſends, or ſuffers, ſhall be according to 
our abilities and graces : for God isa God of judge- 
ment , inferiour creatures, the Husbandman propor- 
c10NS 
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to doe: how much more the God of difcretion him- 
ſelfe ſhall apply fit Inſtruments of inſtruction, both in 
kinde, and degree, to his childrens ftrength, and qua- 
lities > Thetruth whereof we have notably exempli- 
fied to us in the ſtory of the three Patriarches, Abra- 
ham, Iſaac, and 1acob, thus: Fgypt was a place of great 
ſervice, fore bondage, and hard meaſure for all of the 
Lords pope that wentthither;now obſerve : There 
was a famine in {brahams dayes, there was a famine 
10 1/aacs dayes, and there was a famine in Tacobs dayes ; 
ro ſupport theſe his ſervants under this pinching cala- 
mitie, God provides for them all, and gives direction 
to them all, but the one point-blanke contrary to the 
other. To CMbraham under famine, he gives leave to 
take his owne courſe, ſo LAHbraham went downe into 
Fzypt, to ſojourne there, Gen. 12. 10. To 1ſazc God 
appeares withan expreſle prohibition, Though famine 
be upon thee, goe not downe into Egypt, butabidein 
this or) Gen. 26.2. To 1acob in the ſame condition 
God appeares in like manner with an exprefſe com- 
mand, Feare not to goe down to Egypt, Gen.46.3. The 
reaſon of this diverſitie is to be drawne from their per- 
ſons, thus: Abraham is the T ype,and inſtance ofa ſpirt- 
tualized ſoule, carried up in his apprehenfſions, and by 
the evidencing act of faith enjoying a very ſenſible, 
and full communion with God. Now all the Crea- 
tures, and the many varieties here, are far below ſuch 
a one ; he like the upper Region ofthe Aire, enjoy- 
ing a comfortable calmenefle of conſcience, an in- 
ward blefledpeacein his neernefle to,and contempla- 
tion of his God, not ftirred at all, though the lower 
Regions be ſometimes quiet, ſometimes cloudy ; now 
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ſhaken with tempeſts, ftormes, and thunder; then a- 
gaine retreſhed with the bright, and warme gleames 
of aſhining Sunne, &c. This1s Abraham, the heaven- 
ly union he enjoyed with God in{oule, made him look 
upon the whole world, and the changes therein, as 
toies: God thertore takes no notice, whither Abraham 
goes, he hath a ſpirit, tranſcendent to all, even Egyp- 
tiantrials ; let him cicher goe thither, or ſtay here, 
all conditions are alike to him, becauſe his ſoule is 
ſtiyedonthee. Againe, Iſaac is a Type,and a pattern 
of a true, yet an ordinary Saint, his converſe was much 
with the things of the world, and buſineſſes of his 
temporall calling ; in which by the fiduciaty act of 
faith, he dependiogly beheld God ia his promiſes, 
and wiſely obſerved ſeverall acts of providence in his 
outward aftaires : On him came a tamine too, then in 
a viſion ſpeakes God to this etteCt. 7ſaac, that all forts 
of profeſſors in Ages to come, may have their condi- 
tions exemplified in this pertect rule ot righte- 
ouſnefle, the Scripture, I have not, as to thy fa- 
ther, beſtowed ſuch a bearificall viltton of eternall 
blifle on thee, as whereby thou mayelt trample the 
whole creature under thy teete : Goe not therefore, 
for thy reliete downe to Eeypr, of all places take heed 
of that ;, Egypt isa place of fore troubles,thou haſt not 
graces able to encounter with thoſe ſad oppoſitions, 
that that Land will ſend againſt thee, and therefore 
becauſe tizou haft not ſtiengrh of heart, tor Egyptian 
trials, abide in this Land, here are trials ſutable ro thy 
ſtrength, and hcre will I provide for thee. Laſtly, 
[acob 1s a Type and patterne of upitient, ftrong, and 
1luttering Saint, armed with abilities to undergo, what- 
locver Gods tryivg wiidome, mans oppoling malice, 
or Satans inviſible depths could torge againſt, or _—

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fictupon him. 1atob, ſaith God, Goe thou downe to 
Egypt, forthough|the Egyprrans ſhall there ſhew thee 
hard things, yet I have given thee ſhoulders of brafſe, 
and (des of {ron, armed thy ſpirit with courage, reſo- 
lution, and undauntednefle ; I bave fet thee upasa 
roken for good, toſuchas ſhall come atrer, when they 
ſh.ll ſee, how I upheld thee withaftrong hand under 
croubles, and freed thee witha high hand from trou- 
ble; and how thou glorifiedft me 1a the vety fire, and 


_ by luftering, and dying did(t conquer and kill thy ve- 


ry oppreſflors. Behold the wildome and goodnefle of

4. God ſpeakes expreſly againſt ſuch diftempers, 
and thereupon the children of God:have conteſted a- 
gainſt ſuch heavy dejecgedneſfle in themſelves 5 My 
ſoule, why art thou caſt downe, and why art thou 
diſquicted within me? for the Word of God is as effe- 
tuall, as anactof man, when he ſpeakes with a ſtrong 
hand, 1/a.

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traordinary men : for ordinarily then, and now,God 
ſpeakesthree waies unto his children. 

Firſt, in Prayer, ashedid to Hannah, who ſeeking 
God inthat Ordinance fora childe, had ſuch an inter- EE 
nall anſwer revealed toher ſoule, which did ſo afſure | 
her of ſucceſfſe, that riſing from praycr, ſhe looked no | 
more ſad : many ſuch anſwers, Gods praying ſuppliants 
have experience of at this day. 

Secondly, in enſuring occurrents: I meane thus, 
ſome accidents doe come to paſle, not tor themſelves 
alone, (the conſequences of them being of no great 
weight) but to bak the hearts of men cald forth 
to imployment, and toaſſure them from ſuch, and 
ſuch experiences, of a continued divine affiſtance in 
any and every neceſlitie: . 'The Scripture gives us two

| but two) The one in David, who during his Shep- 
heards life met with a Lion, and eke a Beare ſeizing 
on his ſheepe : Davidextraordinarily inlived, fought. 

with both, kild both, and preſerved his flock: here 

were many things extraordinary ; courage, ſtrength, 

M ſucceſſe; and what is the iſſue of all? the preſervation 
| | _ - of aſheepe, or a lambe, or two : Can wethinke, that 
| God ſhould ſend thus trom heaven to ſave David from 
thoſe, that would ſwallow him up, and that onely to 

| ſave a lambe, orſheep from the pawes of the Lion,and 
the Beare ? No, it was an enſuring c.ccurrent to fatil- 
fe David, that he might look for aid incaſe of Dan- 
ger; and to this uſe David improved it in his fight a- 
gainft Golzah. Againe, E#her 1s by an extraordinarie 
act of providence advancedto be Queene : Was this 
for no other end, but the preferment of one {ingle 
maiden 2 No, Hordecas knew, and ſo he told her, 
| Her 
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Her preferment was but an evidencing act, that ſhe 
was come to that place for ſome ſpeciall ſervice, and 
ſoit proved ſhe was. Now (methinkes) when I ee in 
theſe our dayes ſo many providentiall acts , ſerving 
one another, and that without any proportionable i1- 
ſue, as yet wecan ſee, I cannot but ranke them in the 
number of them whichhere I call enſuing occurrents. 
Suchas theſe ; Scorl/and ſatisfied in their purſuit : This 
Parliament beyond expeCation gathered ; beyond 
example continued ; fo many helliſh defignes diſco- 
vered ; and the miſchiete of them prevented : yea, 
turned upon them, in whom they firſt bred : ſuch a 
praying ſpirit in all hearts, ſo many dayes of prayer, 
publike, private : ſuch reſpect to the beſt both men, 
and Minitters: ſuch Covenants, Proteſtations, Oathes; 
this preſent now in agitation for the union of the 
Kingdomes ; ſuch laying to heart our cauſe in Fraxce, 
Low Countries, and other retormed Churches : ſuch 
brotherly, and render affe@tions, and expreſſions in 
Scotland; and (which is not the leaſt) the Aſſembly 
called, and fitting, Reformation goivg on, the Citie 
of God ereCting, evenina troubleſome time, as Da- 
xicl foretold it ſhould ; Inter arma Academias fundare : 
to thinke on the building of Schooles, eſtabliſhing 
Lectures, ſetling a Miniftery, when the Kingdome 
ſhakes with feares and miſeries; was once made the 
propertie of Hel/and , but goe we on, as we doe, our 
Land, our Parliament in that noble worke ſhall have 

t-eir ſhare, | 
Thirdly, in accidentall paſſages, God ſometimes 
by words caſually ſpoken, without any intention inthe 
ſpeaker, may ſometime appeare in that word to the ap- 
prehenfions of his people. Dreaming, and telling a 
H dreame 


e Aman 
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dreame to ones bedtellow,and neighbour, what more 
ordinary ? yet Gedeon trom ſuch a relation obſerved a 
Divine providence,andan anſwer from the Almighty: 
The brute creature may ſometimes be the meſſage. 
bringer of ſuch tydings, as God is pleaſed to commu. 
nicate. Aske the Beaſts and they ſhall ceach thee, the 
Fowles ſhall declare it, 1ob 12. 7, And God teacCheth 
us from the beafts of the field, /ob 35. 1x. But a more 
Notable ſtory, was never met with, as cleerely evi- 
dencing Gods voyce, in acts meerly accidentall, then 
this which Fſhall now produce in heathen ftories ma- 
ny paſſages to this purpoſe are extant, but this ſur- 
mounts them all. When Haman had plotted that un- 
exampled deſtruction againt the /ewes ; of which we 
reade in the Booke of Eſther ; Mordecat a man of a 
publique ſpirit, that loved his Nation, put himſelfe 


upon that noble worke of crofling Hamans deſigne, 


and preventing the extirpation of the ewes his Coun- 
trey-men : In this his endeavour, among other 
thoughts (for the ſtory hath ſome other particulars, ) 
three diſcouraging obje@ions preſented themſelyes 


tohis imaginations. 


* Firſt, certainly Hamer being a great Favourite, and 
potent with the King,would upon his firſt motion pro- 
cure the Decree to paſle, and as ſuddenly effe the 
determinedexecution, that he ſhould have no time 
(doe what he could) to worke his Country-mens fal- 
vation in that earth. | 

Secondly, afſuredly Hamana great politician, and 
an old Courtier, having many followers, had laid his 


.Plotſo deepe, ſoſure ; had ſocombined with friends, 


and eftzbliſhed his worke with the beſt counſels, that 
theutmoſt ofhis poore, and private endeyours could 
np never 
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never either to the bottome diſcover, or in all the 
parts of it untie the knot of this matchleſſe Con- 
ſpiracie. 

Thirdly,andwhen upon ſuch diſtreſſefull thoughts, 
ſome ſecret injetions of Gods power,and goodnefle, 
of his ancient dealings, and his fore-fathers experi- 
ence of wonderfull deliveries in the dayes of C#bra- 
ham, Iacob, Moſes, &c. did offer themſelves: His 
wretched diſtrufttull heart replyed; True, in thoſe 
yeeres of ancient times, God did ſhew viſible eviden- 
ces of his wonderfull providence : But it is not ſo now, 
weſee noſuch thing. Theſe werethis good mans tem- 
ptations, with which being mightily dejected, and in 


a perfive manner in the evening returning to his 


houle, he mer three children coming from Schoole : 
Moraecai underſtanding by them where they had 
beene, inquired of one of them, where his leflon had 
beene that day ; Sir, replied the childe, in the Pro- 
verbs, Cap.z.verſ.25. Be notatfraid ofany ſudden fear, 
nor of the deſolation of the wicked, when it ſhall 
come. Mordecaiamazed cryed out, The voyce of God 
in the leflon of this childe ; Iam confident this deſo- 
lationſhall not be ſoſpeedy. The ſecond childe upon 
decaies demand, told him, that he had learned that 

ay, 1ſa. 8. 10. Take counſell together, it ſhall be 
brought to nought, pronounce a Decree, it ſhall 
not ftand, for God is with us; Oh the wonderfull 
goodneflſe of God (ſaid Mordeca:) that thus out of the 
mouthes of babes and ſucklings ordaines ftrengthfor 
his poor ſervant ! I ſhall, I am ſure,I ſhall ſearch after all 
theirdepths, & diſcover; yea,and prevent them.JAnd 
what hath this third childe got at Schoole to day? one 
verſe alſo, ſaid the childe, to wit, 1[4.46.4. Evenunto 
oldage I am the God,and unto gray hairesI will beare 
" E you,

ſhould all be fed : and when we exprefle our feares, and 
doubts, that friends faile , and we ſhall not be releeved, 
you lay the blame upon the unſcafonableneſle of the 
yeare, the fouleneſſe of the way,and thelike.

inthe managing of all affaires,to get,and toimprove 
advantages for their own benefit, both by the good, and 
bad continually, _ 

Good men out of their publique ſpirit, and love to 
the people, or out of their wiſdome for ſalvation, and 
love to their owne ſoules, according as the occaſions 
were, have done their beft, | 

1. To getafaire advantage, that might beſt help for. 
ward their end. The ruine of Jeruſalem, and the burn- 
ing ofthe Citie was brought to Nehemiab inthe moneth 
Chiſleu, which was the ninth moneth , Neb. r. 1. and 
ſuddenly his heart was affeted, and he reſolved upon! 
doing ſomething for the Houſe of God , and cauſe of 
his people ; yet he ate till chree monethsafter, before 
he ſo much as petitioned for libertie to goe, till Niſatt 
the firſt moneth, Chap, 2.1. Becauſe the moneth Niſan 
was his moneth of waiting, and ſo gave him many a faire 
opportunitie, to ſpeake with the King.

2. Toimprove them, though to their own ſhame: as 
Toſephs Miſtris, Gez. 39. 11. finding Joſeph alone about 
his aftaires, ſhe tooke hold of the opportunitie; Her | 
husband was not at home; The ſervants were all abroad; 
Tsfcph wasalone ; Here was atime tor a wicked wit, and 
a wide conſcience to ſhew themſelves for a raging luft, 
and an impudent face to lay hold on. And the reaton of 
allis, becauſe want of advantagious opportunities may 
hinder the acting of any deſigne, ſtopthe performance 
of any purpoſe. The Philippians had free hearts, and 
ready mindsto be helptull to Pauls neceſlities, which he 


acknowledgeth with joy, though probably they did no- 


thing, for they wanted opportunitie, Ph. 4. 10. Woe, 


faith the Prophet , to thoſe that deviſe miſchiete, and 


worke evilon their beds? Why, they at nothing. True, 
but in the morning light they doe; When it 1s in their 
power of their hands, the darkneſſe of the night hin- 
ders, but with the firft opportunitie they a&t , what be- 


fore 
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fore they plorted; everything irhis time, the night for 
deviſing, the day for executing; das upon the receipt 
of money did nor preſently berray his Maſter, but from 
that day he ſought opportunitie to doe it.

The judgement of the Scripture. 
Cn ſecondly, What a ftampe and Character of 
honour, and diſgrace the holy Ghoſt puts upon 
ſuch as uſe, or not uſe opportunities offered. 
: Firft, of reſpe&, and honour both on perſons, and 
CNINgS, 

Firſt on perſons, that have been wiſe touſe ſuch op- 
portunities, The ſonnes of 1ſ/achar ſtand renowned with 
this Eulogy, They skilfully knew the times, what 1/rael 
ought to doe, 1 Chron 12. 32. Ahaſhneroſh his Counſellors 
are called wiſe men, becauſe they knew the times, Eſther 
1.13. Well may he have the reputation ofa valiant man , 
but not the efteeme of a wiſe Governour, that knowes 
not how to get, .and how to improve advantagestothe 
beſt: A wiſe heart knowes both time, and judgement ; 
that is, is judicious toknow the times, torto every pur- 
poſe there isa time, and judgement ; that is, a fit time, 
and ſeaſonable, to the diſcovery & improving of which, 
judgement and wiſedome is required , avd forthe want 
of which, the evill of man is great upon him, Eccleſ. 8.x, 
6. Miſeries may continue bitter, and ſharpe upon a peo- 
ple, becauſe the inſtruments of its good arenor judicious 
to know, and make uſe of the times thereof. 

Secondly, to things, oraCtions done in their ſeaſon, 
they are ripe fruit, and ſeaſonable, brought forth in due 
time ; It the children of //-ae/ would offer a ſacrifice ac- 
ceptable, that ſhould be a ſweet favour of reft to God, 
they muſt offerit in his due ſeaſon, Numb. 28. 2. to wit, 


the burnt offering of the Sabbath, in his Sabbath, v. by 
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and the burnt offering of the moneth, in his moneth, 
v.14. forevery thing is beautifullin his time. 

Secondly, of diſreſpect, and ſcorne on the contrary, 
where this wiſedome, and judgement wants.

Secondly, for things done out of theirtime, they are 
but as /eroboams feaſts, the fictions of his owne heart, 
1 King. 12.ul/t, Theſe are not ſeaſons found out , but 
made, & theretore the author ſeldome proſpers in them,

of ſuch advantages ; 4ab cantell you to his coſt, 
Becauſe thou haſt let goe out of thy hand, a man whom 1 ap= 
pointed to die, thy life ſhall goe for his life, and thy people for 
hy people, x King.20.42. Advantages loſt on the one ſide 
are uſually gathered up by the other, and poilibly there- 
by a ſword may be put intothe hand of our adverſary to 
our owne ruine. Andno lefle lofle attends upona@tions 
done diſadyantagiouſly : The Indulgences of Leo were 
not ſo bad, as ſome former, yet hada worſe effect then 
any:and my Author gives the reaſon; occafionsariſe ma- 
ny times able to produce notable effects, yer come to 
nothing for want of firagents: yea, itis neceflary for the 
efteCting of any thing, that the time come, in whichit 
may pleaſe God to correct theerrors of men: even good 
things out of time loſe of their goodneſle; unſeaſonable 
comtorts are no comforts, but aggravations of ſorrow. 
This way lookes that lamentation of the diſconſolate 
mother, Lay. 2. 12. when her children fainted in the. 
ſtreers of the Citie : They faid, that is, it was ſaid by by- 
Randers,ſome told their mothers, where cornand Wine 
was 
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- was, where they might get food for their little ones, 
when they fainted in the corners of the ſtreet, and pow- 
red out their ſoul into their mothers boſome; they came 
too late, when the childe was paſt eating, then they 
brought newes of bread, for ſo | take the words, and not 
as uſually, they ſaid, that is, the children {aid and cryed 
for bread ; for how could they cry when they fainted, or 
aske for victuals, when they were dying ? this complaint 
15 not ſet forth by the childrens crying, but by the over-

O thoſe (if any ſuch be preſent, and ſuch there be) 

who are1n publique imployment, to whoſe hands 
the publique ſatetie 1s, or may be truſted ; whether by 
counſell, or ation, by adviſe, or armes to advance the 
ſecuritie, to prevent the difturbance of our Land, and 
Church: Give, I ſay, I pray, give no occaſion toſucha 
complaint ; let none for your ſakes fay, the Harveſt is 


_ paſt, and we are not victualed ; the Summer is ended, 


and ourpeace is not ſettled, You are called, and raiſed 
to be the Noahs of our age, the Naawans of our King- 
dome; be you therfore reſpeively anſwerable to both. 
Firſt, ro N24h;Helpe the Lord, and comfort his peo- 
ple: Comfort them, Firft, in their endevours;you know, 
what their hand is upon, advanceit all you can ; downe 
with thoſe ſtops and hinderers of our motion to puritie, 
and peace: up with all things that may helpe it on: Ifan 
Army willdoeit, let an Army goe on, it an Ordinance 
willdee it, letan Ordinancepltſe; ifa Covenant be the 
meane, ler that be centered into; itan Oath, let that be 
{worne. Throw away the rubs, out with the Lords ene- 
mies, and the Lands ; vexe the M7aranites , aboliſh the 
4 malek:te,, clſe they will vexe you with their Wiles, as 
they have done heretofore. Ler Popery finde no favour, 
becauſe it is treaſonable ; Prelacy as little , becauſe its 
tyrannicall: but eftabliſh God, his Truth,and waies. 
 Secondly,againſt their prefſures; you know what hand 
is upon them, or hath been ; eaſe them, that they _y 
CaKec 
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take their advantages; and here let us note : 

Firft, one of the greateft diſadvantages, that ever 
God and his cauſe mer with in this, or aty Kingdomes; 
it is that wing of abomination making deſolate, fpoken 
of by Danel;the wicked ſpirituall Courts underthe Pre- 
lates,and their Officers: Compoſcd of the baſeſt of men; 
medling with the baſeſt of things; aiming at the baſeſt 
ofends : A man here wasfamous, according as he was 
more able, or active to lifrup an axe againſt the ſervants 
of Godin the Land ; for our Miniſters, ſuch I meane, as 
are menofparts and piety, this Court hath driven away 
ſome, ſilenced others, diſturbed all : Say the ſame of 0- 
thers : This upheld an ignorant, and idle Clergie, a Po- 
piſh and ſuperſtitious people : the Agents herein are 
chey, that lived of the ſinnes of the people, and made 
themſelves merry with the abominations of the time z 
vitious in theirlives, extravagant intheir lufts, injurious 
in theirplaces, luxurious till cheir deaths. Theſe loſtus. 
our adyantages,diſturbed our Kingdome, madea breach 
in our peace, ſet two Kingdomes joy gs by the cares, 
and that for the worſt of cauſes , a Tipper ſcuffle, ora 
Surplice brabble, as one wellcald it : Theſe ſons of Zer- 
wviah have beene too hard for us heretofore ; but thou 
art a wiſe and great Aſſembly, thou ſhalt not ſuffer them 
therefore tocontinue, but utterly thou ſhalt aboliſh this 
Amalek trom under heaven. 

Secondly,one ofthe greateſt wonders of providence, 
that I have met with almoſt in any ſtory; notſo much in 
the ruine of this Antichriftian trew and Corporation of 
Impoſtors ; this wicked, and moſt cruel] government of 
the Prelacy, tor downe they muſt ; for in this our hope- 
full reformation, and expeCtation of a comfortable con- 
dition,that of 7ve/ muſt be accompliſhed upon the whole 
frame of this bloody, and proud building, whichat the 


_ endofhis Prophecie, he ſpake of Edow,and Egypt : w__ 
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the whole Land rejoyces, they muſt be deſolate and 
mourne ifor their violence againft their brethren, the 
ſonnes, and ſeed of the bleflcd of the Lord. (Jader them 
the poore could have no reſt, ſuch advantages, Harveſts 
and Summers izave they beene to the Papiſts, ſuch ſhel- 
ters to the prophane,idle, and perſecuting Miniftery of 
the Land, that it proclaimes them not to have beene of 
Gods planting ; andevery plant, that our heavenly Fa- 
ther bath not planted, ſhall be plucked up. For no doubt 
it cannot be a calling approved of God, the ordinary 
bitter and accurſed fruits whereot were the many drops 
of blood drawn from many of Gods people, which now 
no doubt, doe call for vengeance upon that generation, 
as one of theirowne fpeakes of another, and better bu- 
ſinefle * . Not ſo much in this their ruine, doth this 
worke of wiſedome ſhine, as in the manner of it ; for as 
God is known by allthe judgements that he executeth, 


 ſochiefly when the wicked is ſnared in the worke of his 


owne hands : In this preſent caſe, how their table is be- 
come their ſnare, and that which they projected for 
their welfare, is become their trap , is ſcene on all ſides, 
by all eyes : - A whole volume might be filled with par- 
ticulars of Gods providentiallacs this way lately. How 
they have ftriven to uphold their tottering Tyranny we 
know; their laſt, and greateſt refuge was by an Oath to 
oblige allto make their ſtanding immovable : Wherein 
being oppoſed, ever fince that time they have beene 
ſetling; but neither Remonftranccs, Petitions, Votes, 
Bils, or any thing could wholly effe& their abolition ; 
and we are now come to their maine hopes, even afſo- 
Ciating all the Kipgdomes by an Oath to thcir extirpa- 
tion: By an Oath, they had _ their houſes ſhould 
have continued for ever : And by an Oath, we hope, 
theirplace ſhall be no more found : Thus God meaſures 
out untothem their deſignes in a proportion into their 
 owne 
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owne boſome. Theſe are our Lands difadvantages,that 
have loſt it both the Harvefts, and Summers of oppor- 
tuvities : Let thoſe of you, into whoſe hands the ſword 
of Courage, and Actionis put ; eaſe it, andin it, us all, 
Oh that you could helpe us. Doe your beft, loſe not the 
ſeaſon ; giveno occafior forthis Complaint to any. 

To incourage you, remember, you have the example 
of God himſelf, commiſerating, commanding, deliver- 
ing,detefting ; He ſees the troubles of his people, and his 
bowels are moyed at it. I haveſeen,I have ſeen the evils 
my people ſuffer 1n Egypt, and in their afliftion Iam at- 
flicted. He beholds rhe warfare of his Church,and com- 
mands,that it beſweetned. Comfort ye, comfort ye my 

cople, ſaith your God , ſpeake comfortably to Jeruſa- 
_ Iemn, /ſa. 58. 3. Heobſervestheir own weaknefleto help 

themſelves, and his own arme brings deliverance unto 
them. I removed his ſhoulder from the yoke, and his 
hands from the fiery furnace, Pſal. 81. 6. He marksthe 
metrcileſnefle of their task-mafters, and his ſoul loathes 
them , I am wonderfully diſpleaſed with the Heathen 
that are at eaſe, for I was but alittle angry, and they help- 
ed forward the affliction, Zech.r. 15. Having ſuchan exe 
ample before 'our eyes , Goyou, and doe likewiſe; That 
in this day of acobs troubles he may be ſaved out of it ; 
Let itnever be ſaid, thit God put the men of our mulſe- 
ry into your hands, and you letthem goe; Let neither 
paſſed deſerts, nor preſent dependancy , take from us 
thoſe whom God hath deſigned, and their own demerits 
have brought to deſerved cenſure. 

To intimate a caution. Two things cauſe this com- 
plainr, and give the occaſion to this out-cry , they loſe 
Harvyefts and Summers, and minde not their maine 
worke, our deliverance. | | 

Firſt, Sluggiſhnefſe, The pu that know the Lord 
will do exploits, faith Day/el, will bealwayes doing, and

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endcayouring , they will watch for opportunities, and 
lay hold onthem; The bird that is alwayes hopping 
trom bough to bough, is ſate from the Gunners eye , an 
aCtive ſpirit hath arighrt toa bleſſing; Curſed 1s he that 
doth the worke of the Lord negligently; The enemy 
deſtroyes a kingdome by doing , and a friend by nor do- 
ing.

brew bath it, Prov. 18.9. forthe one, as well as the other,

Secondly, BEaithleſneſſe,;I confeſle, this is your Crofle, 
ſo mary inſtruments proving faultie this way. That 
judgement failed in the choice, I cannot ſay ; that ex- 


pectationdidin theiflue ,*Ican: Had a faithtull heart 


inthe breaſt been anſwerable to a promifing face in the 
ſhew, inall by youimployed , nar a had ſome Towns 
been,as now,governed;nor ſome counties been,as now,

For indeed both muſt go alovg, but eachin their 
order. The ſword of the Lord, and of Gideon, was the 
watchword once of the Lords army ; And Davids pray- 
erteacheth as much, P/al.67.1, God be mercitullunto, 
and blefle us, ( here is his prayer ) and cauſe thy face to 
ſhine * with us , ſothe Origioall, that is, we endeavou-

On Munday the eighteenth of September , his Excellency the 
Earle of Eſſex came imo Hungerfurd in Wilt /ife, where Tome of the 
Army quartered that night, an4 others at Chid/ctox, bur by rea/on 
there was not proviſion in thoſe Townes for the Army, he ſtayed rot 
long there, bat marched towards Newhery , and contming vith- 
in two miles of that Towne, on Tueſday the enemy appeared 
on the top of an hill, fothat he lay that night in- the ficld ; Oa 
Wedneſday morning the ecemics horſe an4 foot were put in Batta* ' 
lia, and diſchatgeda warning peece, whereupon our Army (rot- 
withſtanding that they were both tired a:id much diſtrefſcd tor 
want of viQuals and other neceffaries both for horfe and man, the 
enemy alſo having great advantages againſt rhem ) reſohed to give 
them batrel}, and in fixe houres fight gained the Þi!l and other ad- 
vantages the enemy bad before, aiter which they ſoon beat the ene- 
mics foot from hedge to hedge, till few of them were to be ſeanc, 
unleſſc it were their dead bodies ; infomuch that the enemy, ſeeing 
their foot utterly routed, and fearing the lofſe of their Ordnance, 
wheeled about with a great body of horfe, and alittle below the hill 
fell upon the rear of our Army, which occaſioned us to withdraw a 
part of our Army from off the Hill to aflift thoſe which were inga- 
ged, by which meanes the enemy drew off their Ordnance into

him in ſtrength of Horſe, but rather tro make choiſe of ſuch a place.ro 
incamp his Army as might be apteſt for theſe three ends : to accom- 
modate his Quartez s; to ſtrengthen hn in proviſions; and equally to 
intercept his flight in a faire Country; whether hee ſhould cake it by 
the way of Worceſter towards Warwick,or by the way of Cyrexcefter 
towards Readirg, and to theſe purpoſes, the Towne of Winchcombe

that Eſſex had faced about, and had in the gt, with great ſilence 
ſecrecy, and ſtrange diligence, almoſt gained Cirenceſter, and ſurpri- 
zed rwo new raiſed Regiments of ours there, before we could get any 
certain notice of his mcPons : having left ( as it ſeemes ) moſt of his 
oreat Ordnance and baggage behind him, and amuſing us with a 
ſnew cf Forces ſtill in uk and F'pron, which were (as I con- 
ceive) thoſe now remaining in Garriſon at Gloceſter, Upon certainty 
of bis remove on the Thuriday, our whole Army on the Saturday 
vil z11ng marche after him, our Hotſe with tueh dil 'gence, thar on the 
Sunlay night rhey quartered within ſixe mi'es of him, he at Sunmg- 
411, we about Farrmgdon, Upon the Munday mernirg Colonell 
F rey, withaparty ct a Thouland commanded men, was ſent to 
tollo:v them in the Reare from their quarters, whileſt Prince Rape-r 
with the bay of the Cavalry drew over the direRteft way to meere 
him, and it was our good Iucke to cri fie his Army juſt :s our party 
h1d overtaken ir upon the open Downe, two miles on the Northweft 
ſide of Aubovrre, the Rebells diſcrying us drew up in Batalia, lea- 
ving onely a body of ſome two hunger d Florſe upon a hill ſome hat 
d:ftant f: om the groſle of their Army, which we fourd rweanes {o to 
fteale upon with Yrr:es party, 25 to charge and rout them, and r2- 
king rwo Coconets, and killing Ferty or Fifty men, withovt any loſe 
on our par?; we beat them into their Foot and Cannon, vpon which 
eccaſion we diſcovered fach evident ſympromwes of feare and di- 
ſtraQticn in their whole Armyzas that the Prince was wel mgh remp= 
ted from his temper, and was once reſolved to have charged ( wh 
3000. horſe aJore)cheir whole Army confifting of 2000. hoſe and 
5 So0* foot at lexit, and ſtore of Cannon, Burt newes arriving at the 
inſtance that our Font was, beyond expeRation, advanced with'n 6. 
or 7. miles of us, it impoſed upon his Highneſle prudence this cautis 
on,not to adyctture upon halte our ſtrength that reſt, which the next 
day be might be ſure to fight for with double power : upon which 
confideration he made a ſtand, reſolving that pight onely to attend 
them and hinder their march, We had not ſtood long when we diſ- 
covered that the enemy prepared for a retreat, and by degrees drexy 
away their baggage fuſt, then their ſoot leaving their horie ata good 
diſtance from 


The Prince his Defigue hereupon was to have charged them:when 
A 3 halfe 
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halfe their Forces ſhould have bin drawne off che Field into thoſe 
Lanes, whereinto their baggage was already advanced , but their 
motions bang lo very flow, and the night drawing on, upon fecond 
thoughts his kighnelſe judg'4 it the belt courſe to try, if ( by a ſmall 
party he could ingage the:c horte, which was then growne to bee at 
a good diſtance from their Foot: this partee he committed to the care 
ot Frrey, with two Regiments onely neere at hand ro ſecond him, 
keeping the body of his horle at fzch a diſtance, as might Incourage 
tie Enemy to venture on that ſever d part, which they did with a li.

a5 much beholding to his Armes there, as the L, Digby to his head- 
peece, Immediately upon this ſhocke, the Queens Regiment was ſo 
charged in the Reare Ly a freſh body of rheirs,that the greateft par: 
of ic, ſhitcing for themſelves, the Lord [ermyn, accompanied with 
the French Marqueſle, and che Officers onely of his Regiment, 
thought it as {ate a way as well as the moit honourable, to venture 
forwards through their whole Army , rather than tro charge back 
through thoie that had invironed him, andſo with admirable ſuccefſe 
(rae unhappy loſle of chat gallang Marqueſle excepted) he brought 4 
Colours and all his Officers off ſate, having made their way round, 
through thegrofle of the enemiesFoor. The ws being ſtonn'd,&

Newbury, allignivg the Foot alſo their Randevouz therethat night, 
where, luckily they mer in the Evening, atthe ſame inſtant that the 
Earle of Eſſex his Army appeared within a mile of the Towne, with 
little chought (as I conceive ) of finding his intended quarter fo pre-

then we let flye two or three of our greateſt Orduance at them; 
they all fled , and cl pour y them and followed them three 
miles: Then they Rtood and faced the Lord Generall againe a- 
bout the going downe of'the Sun, we. fired at them a great while, 
marching up towards them hve or fixe Regiments together, all 
in a body, about 860 or 1900 abreft, ſixe deep, we having roome 
enoughs it being a brave champian country : which goodly ſhew 
did ſo much the more daunt the enemy, that (as 1t 1s reported) 
Prince Kupert {worc, hee thought al 1he Rownd-beads m England 
were there, 

In the firſt Skirmiſh we loſt but one man, who was flaine by 
our owne Cannon through his owne neeligence, and another 
{ore burnt and hurt by the ſame Peece. When we came to Stow, 

the Caralcers reportcd that they had killed twenty ot our men, 
| | and 
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* and we.two of theirs ; but we heare there were fixe of their men 
Naine, tome hories killed, and hve prifoners taken. Prince Ku 
pers wag Thcre, and tloie tay the Lord of Holland alto. Our men 
purkuing chem $kirmiſhed till nine oft the clocke atnight ; wee 
marchedatter them ull wwelve of the clocke at night : welay all 
in the open tictd, upon the plowd-land , withour ſtraw, having 
nvither bread nor water, yet God enabled our Souldiers to un- 
dergoe it cheertully, there was not one feeble ſicke perion a- 
mongtt us, but was able to march with us the day tollowing. 
 Tuleday'Seprember Z5. we advanced from that field neare tg a 
Towne called Preſtbvry, within fight of Glocefter, about feven 
miles trom 1t : This day the whole Army marching together, it 
fell to our red Regiment of the Trained-bands to march in the... 
Reare of the Waggons, and had charge of them : about fixe of 
the clocke the Lord Generall comming to the top of a high 
mountaine or hill, called Presbury-hill, where we night ſee the 
City of Gloceiter, he commanded toure or hye great Peeces of 
Ordnanceto be hred ; lome lay it was againſt the Cavalecrs, whe 
were abouta nule oft, in the Towne below the hill: others tay 
it was to give intelligence to Gloceſter of our approaching to 
their reliefe. The Army marched downe the hill, and haſtencd 
to the adjacent Villages for Q«arter, but before the Waggons 
could come to the top of the hill, night drawing on it began to 
be very darke, ſo that our Waggons and Carrizges could not gct 
downe the hill, many of thcm were overthrowne and broken, it 
being a very craggy ſteep and dangerous hill, ſo that the reſt of 
the Waggons durit not adventure to goe downe, but ſtayed all 
night there: fixe or ſeven horſes lay dead there the next mor- 
ning that were killed by the overthrow of the Waggons : our 
red Regiment having charge of the Waggons, were conſtrained 
tolye all nightupon the top of this mountaine, it being a moſt 
terrible tempeſtuous night of winde and raine, as ever men lay 
.out-in, we having neithcr hedge nor tree for ſhelter. nor any ſu- 
ſtenance of toad, or fire : we had by this tinze marched tixe daies 
with very little provition ; for no place where w came was able 
to releeve our Army, we lecving the Rode all the way. and mars-. 
ching through poore little villag.s : our touldiers in their mar- 
.ching this day would run halfea mile or a mile before, where 
| iced any water was: ſuch ftraits and hardſhip our Citizens - 
formerly knew not ; yetthe Lord that called us out to doe his 
worke, enabled us to undgrgoe ſuch hardnelile as hee broughe us 
to. Thiscvening the Lord Generall was faune to fight for his 
, : 24 £ «quarter, 
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Quarter, and beat the enemy out of it; at a market-Towne called 
Cheltnam, five miles trom Gloceſter, and two miles from this 
hill; about midnight we had two Alarms vpon this hill, in the 
midſt ot al] the ftorme and raine, which togerher with the darks 
neile of the night made it ſo much the more dreadtull whichal- 
{o cauſed a great diftrattion among our Son{diers, every one 
ftanding upon his guard, and fearing his fellow Souldicr to bee 
his enemy. Many other particular fad ſtorics of thistempeſtu- 
ous ſtormy night I leave to the relation of -others + one young 
nun ot the Colonels company was ſhot mm this confuſion upon 
this hill, whoſedeath will be much lamentcd by his Parents and 
Friends, trom whom hercceived a Letterbut a few daves before 
to returne home. | WW 

The next morning. beitig etrnger” Earn . owr Souldicrs 
came downe from that hill into the village aforeſaid, being we 
to the very sin, but could get Jittle or no refreſhing every houſe 
being ſo tull of Souſdiers : The Cavaleers were jn the Towne 
ut ;b day before. Wee ftayed here but. two or three houftes 
that morning. and then wee had an Alarm that the Cayaleers 
were necre the Towne with a great body of -horle : We wereall 
preſently drawne up into a body in the held ; our ſou{diergbe- 
gan to complaine pitifvily, being even worn out and quite ſpent 

or want of {otne refreſhing, ſome complaining they had not eat 
ordrunke 19 two dayes, lome longer time. Yetterdaytheenemy 
railed their ftege from betore Glocefter : this day our two Regi- 
ments of the Trained Bands marched to a little villa calle 
Norton, three nv'les wide of Glocefter , and foure miles from 
FTeuxbury, where our Souldiers had ſome rcafonableaccomme- 
dation and refreſhment : in this village wee had many Alarms: 
we continued here two daycs and two nights, 

Thuriday Sepr.7.the Kings forces tel] upon foqweedFour troops 
of horſe ar Winicombe, they being tecure, the enetny killed ma- 
ny of them, gnd tooke many priſoners, and ſome Colours: the 
Regiments of our horſe there did belong to Col.”c3e and Col. 
Goodwrr, The Auxiliary Regiments were quartered within two 
miles where this was done. This nizht about ſeven of the clock 
there came a comand tor our Regiments of the Trained-bands 
to march five miles back againe 11 the nigh but 1t heinga very 
darke night,and our men worne our and ipent with theig former 
marching; they rctuſed to goe; but next morning. being Friday 
S<pr.8. we d1d.. The Lord Generall with the whole Army mar- 
chcd into Gloccftcr this day. 7-9 V1:TH-S Th 
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The Citie was exceeding full of horſe and foote: the enemy bes 
licged this Towne a full muncth and three daycs. They had ma- 
ny [trong aſſaults againſt it, and battcred ſome of their workes ; 
X 1n two ar thiee places they had, begunto underminethe ga 
and out-workes, but were met with by the Citic torces, who did 
nadetmine within to meet them : without they ſhott many gra- 
nadoes of great weight, which when they fell in the Citic were 
red as fire 3, yethiciced be God, kild not one man cherewith ; one- 
ly tore up the ground as if a Beate had been rooting upthe carth : 
T he [ahabirants in the Cirie report that the enemy ſhot 1.40 ſhor 
greatand (mall in one day,and yct killed neither man woman nor 
childe they loſt bur about thirtic in this Citic duting the time of 
this ſiege ; moſt of which,as is reported, were ſhot in the head, in 
pceping through ſome holes at the enemy ; wee found very lo- 
ving reſpeQ and entertainment in thus Citte,they being very joy- 
full ot our coming}; wee abode here tryday-night ante 
 andmarched away on Sabbath day-morning:the Lord Generall 

Ickc in this. Citie three great pieces of Ordnance, as allo many 
ſcore barrells of powder, with match and bullet propor.jonablc, 
furniſhing them to their hearts delire. ff RTCaT. 

_ Sabbath day Seprtemb, 10. the whole army advanced from Gla- 
reſter to Tewhgburie, wherewee abode foure dayes and five nights» 
Lil G/oceſter had provided them(elves of corne and arher proviſi- 
ons: the enemy, had cut. off from the Citic al] their pipes of wa- 

ter, and burnt their Mills : My. Lord Generall ſummoned this 
Towne of Tewksbwry, and demanded the twentieth part of their 
eſtaes for the relicfe of GloceFer. Wee were at this Towne five 
days from Sabbath day cill fryday. Septemb. 15. On. thui ſday- 
night the encmy did fall upon {ome of ourtroopesothorle, whb 
were quartered about. three miles from 7 wkebury , of the regi- 
ment belonging to Sir James Ramſey, they ſlew many of our mens, 
and took many others priſoners. Wee took foure of them priſa- 
ners; but the greateſt loſe was ſuſtained on ow: ſide. Before wee 
marched from this:Towne, the Lord Genera] gaye order forthe 
making of a bridge over the River Severne neere Tewk-sbury, as if 
our intention had been to match with our army ovet there to 
Woreefter;, which cauſed the enemy to draw their forces thither, 
as a place of retuge: The wiſdome and policic of the Lord Gene- 
' rall and Counſell of ware, asalfothcir great caretor the preſer- 

vation of our Army. is highly to be commended and neyer robe 
forgotten z and tay ſerve to ſtop we mouths of all ſuch a hal 
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hereafter be operied againſt him : for had the enetny know 
which way _ had - ona they might have had us at a 
advantage, by gaining the [1i!ls; wee being now inthe yale vf 
Eſwm, and all our great Ordnance and Cartiages to be drawn up 
thoſe hills, they might have kept us there all this winter, 8 ſtar- 
ved our army * but bletied be God, we all marched away with 
ſafctic, One that was preſent at E/*m, whete the King with his 
Arty lay, :ffirmes that when tydings came to the King that wee 
were marched from Tewksbnry, they did ftawp'and {wear and 
curfe their Scouts exceedingly, that they gave them no better in- 
rellipence of our departure, And the ſame day we matched from 
Tewkybury the King with his Army and traine of Artillery mar- 
ched from E/mm afrer us, as will appeate tn the enſuing matter. 
Ftyday Sepremb. 15, our whole Arffiy advanced from Tewks- 
bury to Cicerer,alias ( wenciſter 159 mites we marched all night,and 
ſare down before it abou three aclock in the morning : when we 
came thicher Sir Robert Pye marched up tothe Towne, and with 
ſotne Musketriers he gave firenpon the Centinells, kilted one of 
them, ant wounded the orher 3 Sir Robert himſelf received a ſhor 
mthearme : the Cayaliers yeclded rhe rowh and defired quatter : 
weetook 225. prifonets, whereof 'ro. were Commanders, we ty- 
ed them ewo and two togerhet with Match, and brought them 
along wich tr: we cook alfo 29 waggoti-toad of provilion,whith 
the Cavaliers trad provivcd tor the relickk of their own Army : 
they had raken che Schoothauſt, bclongingto the Towne, ar:l 
made it their ſtore- houſe, to lay infach'proviſion as they made 
the Countrey to bring in: theyſlew one man of qurs, who was 
Piſtold by one chartook himpriſpner: we Killed »:0f3.of then.” 
©! Sathtday Szprepb.x6. we advaticed from Citi Hive milts to'a 
Village called Zzrr9», where our Lindon Briggade iwas quartered 
tharnight ; the Lord Generall with his Atmmy quarteted d'mile 
futther at a Marker-rowne ihWiitire calledricklet} at the 'yil- 
Lge aforeſaid wete ten cart-load of Cavaliers, who wert ſitk arid 
lame, andbronghrthicher to be quarrred, who when they heard 
we wete marching ro this place, they then found theirleggs and 
© away : this day we had a wet match, and inthe night a falſe

Sabbath day Sepremb.17, we marched fron Cricktet to a Mar- 
Eer-towne called. Swindowne 8, miles, This morning newes was 
drought rhar the Cavaliers were come to Cicerer, and had raken 
and K1ld many of our ten, who ftayed behind drinking = Fra 
. ing 


I«Qing to march withtheir Colctfs whb:art rior much to be 
pitried: this day wedrove along with our army about 1000 ſheep 
and 60 head of Cartell, which'wete taken from Malignants and 
Papiſts in the Country for the maintenance of our army: 87 ſheep 

was allotted for our red Regiment, but wee afterwards lott them 

all whet we came to fight 1 being every mats care then ro ſe 

cure himſelfe,and ro fee tothe ſafcrie ofthe Army: this night our 

London-Briggade was quartred 2 miles beyond the Lord Gene. 

ralls quarters at a little poore village called (%:2e/ron, where wee 

could get no accommodayuon either tor mear or drmk, but whar 

we brought wich us 1n our ſnapſacks : molt of us quarcred in the 
open feild. ir being a very cold froſty night, wee marched away 
hence the next morning. 

Munday Septemb. 18. we advanced from this village about two 
miles to a place called Abern-chaſe, where newes was brought to 
the Lord Generall, that the enemy was coming upon us with a 
- great body of hor(e, which cauſcd the Lord Generall to make a 
{tand,our whole Army being in a deep valley, and the enemy up- 
onthe hills on aur left flank, we drewupall our Army into a bo» 
dy tothertop ofthe hill,where we had a full view of the cnemy 0- 
vcr againlt us : there appeared a great body of rheir horſe ; it was 
concetyed there was 7 or S000 bur no foot that we could diſcerne; 
we ſtood a while and faced them; then one ſmall body ot horſe as 
a forlorn hope marched up the hill to them, and firedupon them, 
andthen retreared ro their main body in the valley; the enemy 
followed our horſe in their retreat, firing at them all che way very 
fcircely z then we fired ſome Drakes at their horte , bur did little 
execution; then our body of foot was drawne downe irotn this 
hill cothe cop of another h12n hill, where we ſtood and faced the 
caemy» having a full view ot all that was don between our horſe 
and theirs : our foot were not ingaged at all in this fight, except 
two Regiments onely : Then Collonell A7c/arams and Colonel 


Harvies troops drew up ina body 8& gave the enemy a very teirce _ 


charge, which was performed with as brave courage and valour 
ascver men did, and then wheeled about to a Regiment of 
foot that ſtood in the recr of them, the enemy purſued hefſe | 
their rerreat, Skirmiſhing one at another all the way : what nutn- 
berwas flainin this fight is not yet known:hete Cap. Wiler recer- 
ved aſhocfrom theenerny, of which wound be is fince dead : we 
loſt noorther man bf 'noteimm this fight : one. man of great nore 
and cſteem of the enemies pattic was here {laine, Matqueſle 4c /a 
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Feel, his father is Lord high Matſhall of Fravce, and chiefe Com: 
mander in the fcild : we took up his body and carticd it to Hun. 
gerford; I viewed his wounds, he received three ſhot in his body 
from us, one in his right pap, agother in the ſhoulder, anda third 
inthe face : trom this place all their horſe gathered: into a body 
when it begun to be dark, and ſo ours Jikewife, and wee marched 
aw.y that night to Hyngerford 5 miles : our red Regiment with, 
ſome other Regiments were quartted a mile on this fide Hanger. 
ford, at attic viilage called Se/ton ; thoſe that marched n the 
reer of the Army, were marching this 5 miles all night © we were 
much diſtreſſed jor want of (lcep, as alſo forall other ſuſtenance ; 
X was anight of much raine, we were wet to the skin: this day 
wetook 25 Cava'icrsat Hr _—_ whereof one was f]aine. 
Tucſday, a+ anger 19 weadvanced from Hungerford to a yil 
lage called Embry, about a mile and halfe from Na%sry: the Lord 
Generall had intent to have quartered at N»#bwry that night , but 
the King got into the Town that day before,and ſo we were pre- 
yented. T his morning a I rampetter came from the King to the 
Lord Generall, todefire that Chyrurgions and DoQors might 
have free accelle from them ro the A that we had taken. 
But the Mceftenger came to late : tor the Marqueſſe:-was paſt their 
cure. The Lord Generall told him, if they pleaſe} to ſend for his 
body, they might have #, The death of this Marqueſlc hath 
much inraged the enemy, being one whom they did highly e- 
ſ{teem. This night our whole Army quartered in the open field ; 
we had noprovition but what little every one had in his Sina 
ſack, We had now watched many dayes and nights with little 
food, or any ſuſtenance, and little ſleep. This night the King 
ſent a chalienge to the Lord Generall,tro-give him barcell thenext 
morning. which accordingly was performed z and m the night 
our cnemics gained the hills where they intended to: give us bat- 
tell, chey pianted their Ordnance, got all advantages they could 
deſire, before our Army marched up tothem : Yertnow wee ſee 
there is neither wiſedome, nor policie, nor {trength, againſt the 
Lord; yea, had notthe Lord himſelte been on our fide, they had 
{ſwallowed us up quick, ſo great was their rage and fury flrred 
up againſt us,they being confident of the victory before we came 
co fight: Bur let nor him that puts on his harneſſe boaſt as he that 
puts 1t off. For it was not our owne atme that ſaved us, but the 
right hand ofthe Lord became glorious i that days to gethim- 
{eltc a glotiousname. © | 
The 


Tac next morning) Septe#7.20. very carly before day » we had 
drawn upall our Army in their ſeycrall Regiments,and marched 
away by break of day ; and then advancing towards the en:my 
with moſt cheertull and couragious ſpirus: The Lord Roberrs 
ſouldicrs had begun to skirmiſh with them before we came upto, 
the enemy; which we hearing, put us to a running march till wee 
{weat again, haſtening to their reliefe and ſuccour. When wee 
were come up 1nto the field, our rwo Regiments of the trained 
Bands were placed in open Campania upon the right wing of the 
whole Army. The enemy had there planted 8 picces of Ord- 
nance, and ſtood ina great body of Horſe and Foot , wee being 
placed right oppoſite againſt them, and far leſſe then twice Mul> 
ker ſhotdiſtance fromthem. They began their battcry againſt us 
with their great Guns, above halfe an houre before we could get 
ay of our-Guns up to us; our Gunner dealtvery ill with us,delay- 
ng ro COMe up to us : our nobie Colonel! Tcker fircd' once peece 
of Ordnance againſt the encmy, and aiming to give fite the ſe- 
cond time, was fhort in the head with a Cannon bullet from the 
enemy. The blew Regiment of the trained Bands ſtood upon 
out right wing,and behaved themſelves moſt gallantiy. Two re- 
giments of the Kings Horſe which ſtood uponthceir right flanke 
a far off,came fiercely uponthem,and charged themtwoor three 
times, but were beat back with their Muskettiers, who gave them 
a molt deſperate charge, and made them flic. This day our whole 
Army wore green boughes un their hats, to diftinguiſhus from 
our enemies; which they perceivings one regiment of their Horſe 
had gotgreen hes, 8 rid upto our regiments crying,Fricnds, 
friends; but we ler flic at them,and made many of them andrheir 
horſes tumble,making them flie with a vengeance. The encmics 
Canon did play moſt againſt the red Regiment of trained Bands, 
they did ſome execution amongſt us at the firſt, and were ſome. 
what dreadfull when mens bowels and brains flew 1n our faccs : 
Bur bleſſed bee Gol that gave us courage, ſo that we kept our 
grotjnd, and after a while tcared thera nor, our Ordnance did ve- 
ry good cxccution upon them.: for we ſtood at ſe ncer adiltance 
_ plainficld,that we could not lightly miſle one another ; 
e were not much above halfe our Regiments in this place; for 
ww had 60 Files * yanyer yray drawn oor Te forlorn þ 
who wete ingag aſt the enemy in the. field upon. our. 
Fank.Where oe Þo FA Regiments of the Army were io fight, 
they had ſomcſmaill ſhelter og che os and bankes, yet had a 
3 very:

very hot fight wich the enemy38% did good execution,an dfte © 
ro it as bravely as ever men did. W hen.our two regiments of the 
trained Bands had thus plaicd againſt the enemy for the ſpace of 
three hours,or thercabout, our red Regimen joyncd to the Blew 
which ſtood a little diſtance from usupon our left Flank, where 
we gained the advantage of a little tit, which we maintained 4 
gainſt the enemy haltc an hour : two Regimenrs of the encmies 
foot fought againſt us all this while ro gain rhe hill, but could not, 
Then two regiments of the encrnies horſe, which ſtood upon our 
rizhr Flank.came fiercely uponus,and ſo ſurrotmded us,rhat wee 
were forced to chargeupon them inthe front and reere,and borh 
Flanks, which was performed by us with a great deal of courage 
an n2dauncedneſſe of ſpitit, infomuch that wee made a gear 
flanghter among them,and forced them to retrear ; bur preſent 
the rwo regiments ofthe enemies foot in this time gamed ric hill, 
and came upon us betore wee 'could well recoyer our felves, that 
we were glad to retreat a little way intothe field, till we had ral- 
lied up our men,and put rhem into their former poſture,and then 
came on again. If I ſhould ſpeak any _—_ in the praife and high 
commendations of theſe two regtments of the trained Bands, | 
ſhould rather obſcure and darken the glory of that courage and 
valour God gaveunto them this day , they ftood like fo many 
ſtakes again!t rhe ſhot of the Cannon, quitting themſclves like 
men of undaunted ſpirits , even our enemies themfelyes being 
judges. It might be expetted that ſomething ſhould be ſpoken of 
the noble and valiant ſctvice performed oh. relt of the Regis 
ments of the Army both horſcand foot; bur their courage & yas» 
tour it (cif ſpeaks, which was performed by them that day, our 
men fighting like Lionvineycry place , the great ſlaughter made 
amonegſt the enemics teſtifies. My noble and yaliant Captaine 
George Maſſie, who was with the fortorn hope, received a ſhorin 
che back from the enemy, of which wound he is ſince dead. This 
26. of Se tember (hinc ill lachryme) we loſt about 60 or 70 menin 
our red Regiment of rhe trained Bands, beſides wounded mert, 
we having the hotteft charge from the enemies Cannon of any 
regiment inthe Army. Alſo that worthy and valint Gcnel#man 
Capt. Hz»: was {lain in this bartcel!, whoſe death is much lamen- 
ted. Theſe two poore regiments were the very objeRs of the ehe- 
mcs battery tharday.and they have ftnce made their boat of it; 
It sconjetured by moſt, that the enemy lott font for one * 50, 
cluct Commanders were {lain ontheir tide, This: is moft cer- 
Lalncs 


rain, that they did acknowledge rheraſcives to be beaten. Ir is credibly ut- 
formed by thoſe that yere this day inthe Kings army, thatthe King him-- 
{cit brought up a regimentof Foot and another of hore, into the field,and 
gave fire to two peeces of Ordnance,tiding up and downall that day in a 
ſouldiers gray coat. Thenext day I vicwed the dead bodies : there lay a- 
bout 109 ſtript naked in that field where our 2 regiments ſtood in battalia, 
This night che enemy conveyed away about 30. cart load of maimed and 
dead men, as the towne-people credibly reported to Us, ae I chink they 
might have carried away 20 catt load more of their dead men the. next 
morning ; they buried 30 m one pit, 14 lay dead in one ditch : this battalle 
continued long :it b-gun about ſix aclock inthe morning, aud continued 
ill piſt 12 aclock arnight : in chenight the enemy retreated to the towne 
of Newbury. and drew away all theirOrdnance ;z we were in great Jiltellg 
for water, or any accotnmodation to refreſh out poore Souldiets» yetthe 
Lord himſelte ſuſtamed us that we d1d not faint under it ; we were right 
glad ro drink inthe ſame water where out horſes did drink, wandering up 
and downe to ſeek torir: Our word this:day was Religion, theirs was aces 
Alary3n the fietd : T he great goodnicile of Gol, giving us victory this day 
is ſo much the more remarkable from theſe three contiderations: Firſt, that 
great diſadvantage we had this day,in caſc we had been beat by the enemy, 
we having no place of retreat for {atety necrer then G/oceiter, which was a» 
boye 30 miles © whereas our encmics had pollcftion'6f Newbery, and ins 
manner of the whole Countrey ronad about : iccondly, we had great {cat- 
citicot provifion tor our Army, having marched many daycs audinighe 
with little food or ſleep, or any retreſhment ; had not God ted us with the 
bread of our enemies which we took at Cicerer,we could not without aſpe- 
ciall providence at God have becnable ro{abh{t, whereas out enemies hatl 
rac town of Newbary,and the Count: y all about for their relic', Third:y,we 
hadagreat diſadvantage by giving battell in'that place the enemy had 
made choice of their ground, planted their Ordnance, gained all advanta- 
pes they conld-defare. Bettde many other difadvantages on our patt,which 
I facbeare to telace ; yer God gave us the victory, and madc our enemies - 
flie before us,that we kept the ficld all night. The Lord Generall deſerves 
perperuall honar by his wiſc, valiant, and worchy managing of this dayfs 
batrle,as alſo no lefſe praiſe and commendation to the reſt ot the councel gt 
war. Many more particu/ar patſagesmight here be inſerteds but I proceed. 
Thurſday, Sepr.4 1 after we had buriedour dead, we marched frothis facld 
with our whole artay zoa town called che'Yee!,x 1 mics; and 4miles/ from 
Reading;where mout march this day,our enemy purtuing of us.tejl upo our 
recr ina natrow-lanc about a mile and haltc from a village called eA/der- 
maſon,they came us wich a greatbody of toor and horfe ; ouc Londen

Qur Regiment made the right wing of gr Army, and we were dance, 
with hoxle,.who beirig charged byche enemy wheeled off and left us, an 
being thus diſerted, the enemy charged us with about five or ſix Regiments 
of horſe at once, Now we havitig greene boughs in our hats to know one a- 
nother by, they gor greene boughs in their hats alſo, and came up to our 
pike heads, crying friends, friends, which made ns not know whact to doe, 
but our Mugketicrs being ready, one of our Captaines 6ommanded them to : 
fire, which they did all at once, which made the enemy ran away, and killed 
many of them, with ſome {mall toſſe on our fide. Then the enemy played 
at us with their. great Guns for foar hours, buc did us no harme, onely the 
thac bake cor Mikes! Its this merciful] providence)God be praiſed for ic. 

The fight continued very hot all chat night, we ſlew abundance of the ene- 
raies Gentry,and killed five Lords and one Biſhop, The enemies foor were 
{o ſhatrered,that they were farne to be kept up by their horſe: God hath been . 
ſexy much with.us, for when man failed us, God did noe faile us. 

The ncxc day being 7har/day, we marched towards Redding, and as it 
was.our hap.to bring up the Reare of our Army,with tho reſt of our Brigade,

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away, and did not give fire at al}, we being ina.n.rrow lane, chey rar! over 
our fc.0t, and ſome of our foot threw away their Armes , . but the reft of us 
ſecing we were Joſt if we did noc ſtanIto it, got our Drake up into the lane;

and conſcience to embrace the Covenant, it that were all which 
was required )although the p«blick faith of both the Nations be 
to be morgaped to be ſubjeA to the payment of it, as I preſun.e 
a worke of ſuch deſperate difficulty, that their beſt Projefows 
know not how to goe through wich ic, For it is ſignified with- 
all , that the 50 Subſidies though they came roundly in at firſt 
(as violent motions uſe to doe) had now lacked their pace, and 
came exceeding ſlowly forwards; and that the Citizens did not

mercy through Chriſt, if he perceive him much afraid of Gods 
threatnings : or contrariwile,, if he be not touched with the 
feeling of his fins, may beate him down with Gods juſtice : 
ever ore like a skilfull Phyſition, framing his medicine,accor- 
ding as the diſcaſe requireth : and if he perceive him to want 
any neceflarics, he not only relieveth him according to his ha- 
bility , bur alſo provideth by others that he may be furniſhed 
ſuſiciently.

amendment : the whichthing the Apoſtle calleth delivering to ; &or, 5,** 
Satan , that his ſoule may be ſaved in the day of the Lord :

our Saviour Chriſt commandeth , to be diſcloſed and uttered 
ro the Church , ſo that according to publike Diſciplinehe ei. 
ther may be received through repentance, or elſe be puniſhed, 
as his fault requireth, 

And here , as touching private Diſcipline, three things are 
to benoted, Firſt, that our admonitrons proceede of a godly 
zeale and conſcience , rather ſeeking to win our brother then 
to ſlander him. Next, that we be affared , thathis fault be re. 
proveable by Gods Word, And finally, that we uſe ſuch mo. 
deſty and wiſdome, that if we ſomewhat doubt of the matter, 
whereof we admontſh him, yet with godly exhortations he 
may be brought to the knowledge of his fault. Or ifthe fault 
appertaine to many, or be known of diverſe,that our admoniti. 
on be done in uy ence of ſome of them, 

Briefly, if it concerne the whole Church , in ſuch ſort that 
the concealing thereof might procure ſome danger to the ſame, 
that then it be uttered to the Miniſters, and Seniors, to whom 
the policy of the Church doth appertaine. 

Alſo in publike Diſcipline itis to be obſerved, that the Mi- 
niſtery pretermit nothing at any time unchaſtiſed with one kind 
of puniſhment or other , if they perceive any thing in the con-
